INDIAN FOREST ACT, 1878. 

ACT No. VII OF 1878[*]. 


pAssEn BY THE Governor General of India in Council. 

(Meceimi the assent of the Governor General on the 8th March. 

1878,) 

An Act to amend the law rolafin^r to forests, the 
tranKsit of forest-produce and the duty leviable 
on timber, 

[As ino<lifiod up to the 1st Decembor, 1894.] 

"WHEREAS it is expedient to amend the law 
relating to forests, the transit of forest-produce and 
the duty leviable on timber; It is hereby enacted 
as follows:— 


CHAPTER I. 

Preliminaky. 


1 . This Act may be “called the Indian Forest 
Act, 1878: 

It shall come into forc() at once in the territories 
respectively administered by the Governor of 
Bombay in Council, the Lieutenant-Governors of 
the Low^r Provinces, the North-Western Provinces, 
and the Punjab (except the district of Hazara^]),

^ And any other Local Government may from 
time to time, with the previous sanction of the 
Governor General in Council, extend by 
notification in the local official Gazette, this Act 
to all or any of the territories ^or the time being 
under its administration. 

On and from the date on which this Act comes 
into force in any of the said territories, the enact¬ 
ments mentioned in the schedule hereto annexed 
shall be repealed in such territories. But all rules 
made under or validated by any of the said enact¬ 
ments and in force at the date of such repeal shall, 
so far as they are consistent with this Act, be 
deemed to have been made and published 
hereunder, 

2. In this Act, unless there be something repug¬ 
nant in the subject or context,— 

“ Forest-officer means any person whom tlie 
Governor General in Council, or the Local Govern- 
luont or any officer empowered by tlic Governor 
General in Council or the Local Government in 
this behalf, may from time to time appoint by 
name or as holding an office, to carry out all or 
any of the purposes of this Act, or to do anything 
required by tliis Act or any rale made under this 
Act to be done by a Forest-officer :

CHAPTER II. 

Op Reserved Forests [‘], 

3. The Local Government may from time to 
time constitute any forest-land or waste-land which 
is the property oi Government, or over which the 
Government has proprietary riglfts, or to the whole 
or any part of the forest-produce of which the 
Government is entitled, a reserved forest in the 
manner hereinafter provided. 

4- Whenever it is proposed to constitute any 
land a reserved forest, the Local Government may 
publish a notification in the local official Gazette— 

(a) declaring that it is proposed to constitute 
such land a reserved forest; 

(b) specifying, as nearly as possible, the 
situation and limits of such land; and 

(c*) appointing an officer (hereinafter called 
“the Forest-Settlement-officer”) to in¬ 
quire into and determine the existence, 
nature and extent of any rights alleged 
to exist in favour of any person in or 
over any land comprised within such 
limits, or in or pver any forest-produce, 
and to deal with the same as provided 
in this Chapter.. 

Explanation. —For the purpose of clause (^) of 
this section, it shall be sufficient to describe the 
limits of the forest by roads, rivers, ridges- or other 
well-known or readily intelligible boundaries. 

The officer appointed under clause (c) of this 
section shall ordinarily bo a person not holding 
any forest-office except that of Forest-Settlement- 
officcr.

(Chapter Reserved Forests,—Sections 5-7,) 

Nothing in this section shall preYent the Local 
Govemment from appointing any number of officers 
not exceeding three, not more than one of whom 
shall be a person holding any forest-office except as 
aforesaid, to perform the duties of a Forest-Settle¬ 
ment officer under this Act. 

6 , During the interval between the publication 
of such notification and the date fixed by the notifica¬ 
tion under section 19, no right shall bo acquired in or 
over the land comprised in such notification, except 
by succession or under a grant or contract in wnting 
made or entered into by or on behalf of Government 
or some person in whom such riglit was vested when 
the former notification was issued ; and no fresiv 
clearings for cultivation or foi’ any other purpose shall 
bofmade in such land £“] except in accordance with 
rules prescribed by the Local Qovernment['‘]. 

6 . When a notification has been issued und(‘r 
section 4, the Forest-Settlement-officer shall publish 
in the language of the country, in every town and 
village in the neighbourhood of the land compiiscd 
therein, a proclamation— 

[*’3 (<*) f^p^cifying, as nearly as possible, the situa¬ 
tion and limits of the proposed forest; 

(3) explaining the consequences which, as 
hereinafter provided, will ensue on the 
reservation of such forest; and 
(c) fixing a period of • not less than three 
months from the date of such proclamation, 
and requiring every person claiming any 
right mentioned in section 4 or 5 either to 
present to such officer within such period a 
written notice specifying, or to appeal* 
before him and state, the nature of such 
right and the amount and particulars of the 
compensation (if any) claimed in respect 
thereof. 

7. The Forest-Settlement-officer shall take down 
in writin^j all statements made under section 6, and

«}iall, at some convenient place, inquire into all claims 
duly preferred under that section, and the existence 
of any rights mentioned in section 4 or 5 and not 
cTaimed under section C so far as the same may he 
ascertainable from the records of Government and 
the evidence of any persons likely to be acquainted 
with the same. . 

8 . For the purposes of sucli inquiry, the Forest- 
Scttlcraent-otFicer may exercise the following powers, 
that is to say 

{«) power to enter, by himself or any officer 
autliorized by him for the purpose, upon 
any land, and to survey, demarcate and 
make a maj) of the same; and 

[h) Ihe powers of a Civil Court, in the trial of suits. 

9. Rights in respect of which no claim has been 
preferred under section 6, and of the existcnc;e of 
which no knowledge has been acquired by inquiry 
under section 7, shall be extinguished, unless, before 
the notification under section 19 is published, the per¬ 
son claiming them satisfies the h’orest-Settlement- 
officer that he had sufficient cause for not preferring 
such claim within the period fixed under section C. 

[“39A. (i) In the case of* a claim relating to the 
practice of si lifting cultivation, the Forest-Settlement- 
ofiicer shall record a stateingnt setting forth the par¬ 
ticulars of the claim and of any local rule or order 
under which the practice is allowed or regulated, and 
submit the statement to the Local Government, to¬ 
gether with his opinion as to whether the practice 
should be pi'nnitted or prohibited wliolly or in part.

extent, of a suitable kind, and in a 
locality reasonably convenient for tlie 
purposes of the claimants, or 

(J) by causing certain portions of the land 
under settlement to be separately de¬ 
marcated, and giving permission to the 
claimants to practise shifting cultiva¬ 
tion therein under such conditions as he 
may prescribe. 

All arrangements made under this sub-section 
shall be subject to tlie previous sanction of the 
Local Government. 

(4) The practice of shifting cultivation shall 
in all cases be deemed a privilege subject to control, 
restriction and abolition by the Local Government. 

10. In the case of a claim to a right in or powor to 
over any land, other than a right of way or pasture, arquiro land 
or to forest-produce or a water-course, the Fon^st- ' 

Settlement-officer shall pass an order admitting or claimed, 
rejecting the same in whole or in part. » 

If such claim is admitted in whole or in part, 
the Forest-Settlement-offieer .shall either (1) exclude 
such land from the limits of the proposed forest; or 
(2) come to an agreemeift with the owner thereof 
for the surrender of his rights; or (^3) proceed to 
acquire such land in the‘manner provided by the 
I of 189-1.

For the purpose of so acquiring such land— 

(a)*tlie Forest-Sottlement-officor shall bo deem¬ 
ed to be a Collector proceeding under 
the Land Acquisition Act, 1894 [*]; 

(h) the claimant shall be deemed to bo a 
person interested and appearing before 
him in pursuance of a notice given 
under section 9 of that Act [*’];

(c) the provisions of the preceding sections of 
that Act [•] shall be deemed to have 
been complied with; and 

* (d) the Collector, with the consent of the 

claimant, or the Court, with the consent 
of both parties, may award compensa¬ 
tion in land, or partly in land and 
partly in money. 

11 . In the case of a claim to rights of pasture 
or to forest-produce, the Forest-Settlement-officer 
shall pass an order admitting or rejecting the same 
in whole or in part. 

1 2, The Forest-Settlement-officer, when passing 
any order under section 11, shall record, so far as 
may bo practicable,— 

(a) the name, father’s name, caste, residence 
and occupation of the person claiming 
the right; 

(^) the designation, position and area of all 
fields or groups of fields (if any), and 
the designation and position of all build¬ 
ings (if any), in respect of which the 
exercise of such rights is claimed. 

13. If the Forest-Settlement-officer admits in 
whole or in part any claim under section 11, he 
shall also record the extent to which the claim is so 
admitted, specifying^ the number and description of 
the cattle which the claimant is from time to time 
entitled to graze in the forest, the season during 
which such pasture is permitted, the quajitity of 
timber and other forest-produce which he is from 
fime to time authorised to take or receive, or such 
other particulars as the case may require. He shall 
also record whether the timber or other forest- 
produce obtained by the exorcise of the rights 
claimed may be sold or bartered. 

14. After making such record, the Forest-Settle- 
mcnt-officer shall, to the best of his ability, and 
having duo regard to the maintenan^^e of the

reserved forest in respect of which the claim is 
made, pass such orders as will ensure the continued 
exercise of the rights so admitted. For this purpose 
the Forest-Settlement-officer may— * 

(o) set out some other foi’est-tract of sufficient 
extent, and in a locality reasonably 
convenient, for the purposes of sucli 
claimants, and record an order con¬ 
ferring upon them a right of pasture or 
to forest-produce (as the case may be) 
to the extent so admitted; or 
(i) so alter the limits of the proposed forest 
as to exclude forest-land of sufficient 
extent, and in a locality reasonably 
convenient, for the purposes of tlu? 
claimants; or 

(f) record an order, continuing to such claim¬ 
ants a right of pasture or to forest- 
produce (as the case may be) to the 
extent so admitted, at such seasons, 
within sucli portions of the proposed 
foiost and under such rules, as may 
from time to time be prescribed by tiu^ 
Local Government. 

15- lu case the Forest-Settlement-officer finds 
it impossible, having duo regard to the maintenance 
of the reserved forest, to make such sottloment 
under se(;tion 14 as shall (uwurc tlm continued 
exercise of the said rights to the extemt so admitted, 
he shall Qiubjoct to such rules as the Local Govern¬ 
ment may from time to time prescribe in this 
behalf) commute such rights, cither by the pay¬ 
ment to such persons of a sum of money in lieu 
thereof, or by the grant of land, or in su(;h other 
manner as he thinks fit. 

16. Any person who has made a claim under 
this Act, or any Forest-officer or other person 
generally or specially empowered by the Local 
Government in this behalf, may, within three 
months frdbi the date of the order passed on such 
claim by the Forest-Settlement-officer under sections 
10, 11, 14 or 15, present an appeal from such order

(as it is hereby empowered to do) a Court (herein¬ 
after called the Forest Court) composed of three 
persons to be appointed by the Local Government, 
such appeals shall be presented to such Court. 

17. Every appeal under section IG sliall bo 
mode by petition in writing, and may be delivered 
to tlie Forcst-Settleraent-ofii(;er, who shall fomard 
it without delay to the autliority competent to hear 
the same. 

If the a])pcal bo to an officer appointed under 
section IG, it shall bo heard in the manner pre¬ 
scribed for the time being for the hearing of appeals 
in matters relating to land-revenue. 

Jf tlie appeal bo to the Forest Court, the Court 
shall fix a day and a convenient place in the neigh¬ 
bourhood of the proposed forest for hearing the 
appeal, and shall give notice thereof to the parties, 
and shall hear such appeal ^accordingly. 

TIjc order passed thereon by such officer or 
Court, or by the majority of the members of such 
Court, shall be fir\a], subject to revision by the 
Local Government. 

18. The Local Government, or any person who 
has made a claim under tliis Act, may appoint any 
person to appear, plead and act on its or his behalf 
before the Forest-Settlement-officer, or the appellate 
officer or Court, in the course of any inquiry or 
appeal under this Act. 

19. When the following events have occurred 
(namely):— 

(a) the period fixed under section 6 for pre¬ 
ferring claims has elapsed, and all claims 
(if any) made within such period have 
been disposed of by the Forest-Settle¬ 
ment officer; and 
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(h) if such claims have been made, and the 
period limited by section 16 for appeal¬ 
ing from the orders mssed on such 
claims has elapsed, and all appeals (If 
any) presented within such penod have 
been disposed of by the appellate officer 
or Court; and 

(c) all lands (if any) to be included in the pro¬ 
posed forest, which the Forest-Settle- 
mont-offioer has, under section 10, elect¬ 
ed to acquire under the Land Acquisition 
Act, 1894[*] have become vested in the 
Government under section 16 of that

the Local Government may publish a notification 
in the local official Gazette, specifying definitely, 
according to boundary-marks erected or otherwise, 
the limits of the forest which it is intended to re¬ 
serve, and declaring the same to be reserved from a > 

date fixed by such notification.

24 . The Forest-officer may from time to time, 
with the previous sanction of the Local Government 
or of any officer duly authorised in that behalf, stop 
any public or private way or water-course in a 
reserved forest: 

Provided tliat a substitute for the way or water¬ 
course so stopped, which the Local Government 
deems to be reasonably convenient, already exists 
or has been provided or constructed by the Forest- 
officer in lieu thereof. 

25 . Any person who-r- 

(a) makes any fresh clearing prohibited by sec¬ 
tion 5, or

leaves any fire burning, in such manner 
as to endanger such a forest;

26* The Local Government may, with the 
previous sanction of the Governor-General in^ Coun¬ 
cil, by notification in the local official Gazette, 
direct tliat, from a date fixed by such notification, 
any forest or any portion thereof reserved under 
this Act shall cease to be a reserved forest. 

From the date so fixed, such forest or portion 
shall cease to be reserved; but the rights (if any) 
which have been extinguished therein shall not 
revive in consequence of such cessation. 


CHAPTER III. 

Op Village-Forests, 

27. The Local Gov&rnment may from time to 
time assign to any village-community the rights of 
Government to or over any land which has been 
constituted a reserve forest, and may cancel such 
assignment. All forest so assigned snail be called 
village-forests. 

The Local Government may from time to time 
make rules for regulating the management of 
village-forests, prescribing the conditions under 
which the community to which any such assign¬ 
ment is made may be provided with timber or 
other forest-produce, or pasture, and their duties 
for the protection and improvement of such 
forest. 

All provisions of this Act relating to reserved 
forests shall (so far as they are consistent with the 
rules so made) apply to village-forests, ,

CHAPTER IV. 

Op Protected Forests[*]. 

28* The Local Government may from time to "Protecled 
time, by notification in the local official Gazette, ’ 

declare the provisions of this Chapter applicable to 
miy forest-land or waste-land which is not included 
in a reserved forest, but which is the property of 
Government, or over which the Government has pro¬ 
prietary rights, or to the whole or any part of tho 
forest produce of wliich the Government is entitled. 

The forest-land and waste-lands comprised in 
any such notificatioji shall be called a “protected 
forest.” 

No such notification shall be made unless the 
nature and extent of the rights of Government and 
of private persons in or over the forest-laud or 
waste-land comprised therein have been inquired 
into and recorded at a survey or settlement, or in 
such other manner as the Local Government thinks 
sufficient. 

Every such record shall be presumed to be 
correct until the contrary is proved : 

Provided that, if in^the case of any forest-land 
or waste-land, the Local Government thinks that 
such inquiry and record are necc'ssary, but that 
they will occupy such * lengtli of time as that the 
rights of Government will in the meantime bo 
endangered, the Local Government may (pending 
such inquiry and record) declare such land to be a 
protected forest, but so as not to abridge or affect 
any existing rights of individuals or communities. 

89. The Local Government may from time to Power to 
time, by notification in the local official Gazette,— aoSion—* 
(a) declare any class of trees in a protected retorting 
forest, or any trees in any such forest, 
to be reserved from a date fixed by 
such notification;

closed; 

(c) prohibit, from a date fixed as aforesaid, the 

quarrying of stone, or the burning of 
lime or charcoal, or the collection or 
subjection to any manufacturing pro¬ 
cess, or removal, of any forest-produce, 
in any such forest, and the breaking up 
or clearing for cultivation, for building, 
for herding cattle or for any otheT pur¬ 
pose, any land in any such forest; and 

(d) alter or cancel such declaration or prohibi¬ 

tion. 

30 . The Collector or Deputy Commissioner of 
the district. shall cause sf. translation into the 
language of the district, of every notTfication issued 
under section 29, to be affixpd in a conspicuous place 
in every town and village in the neighbourhood of 
the forest comprised in the notification. 

31 . The Local Government may from time

(<f) the payments (if any) to be made by the

(c) of this section, for permission to 
cut such trees, or to collect and remove 
such timber or other forest-produce; 

(e) the other payments, if any, to be made by 
them in respect of such trees, timber 
and produce, and the places where such 
payments shall be made; 

(/) the examination of forest-produce passing 
out of such forests; 

(//) the clearing and breaking up of land for 
cultivation or other purposes in such 
forests;

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CHAPTER IX. 

Of the Coljlection op Drift and Stranded 

Timber. 

45- All timber found adrift, beached, stranded 
or sunk; 

all wood or timber bearing marks which have not 
been registered under section 41, or on which the 
marks have been obliterated, altered or defaced by 
fire or otherwise, and, 

in such areas as the Local Government directs, 
all unmarked wood and timber, 

shall be deemed to be the property of Govern¬ 
ment unless and until any person establishes his 
right and title thereto, as provided in this Chapter. 

Such timber may be collected by any Forest- 
officer or other person entitled to collect the same by 
virtue of any rule made under section 51, and may 
be brought to such depOts as the Forest-officer may 
from time to time notify as depOts for the reception 
of drift-timber. 

The Local Government may, by notification in the 
local official Gazette, exeyapt any class of timber 
from the provisions of this section, and withdraw 
such exemption, 

46. Public notice shall from time to time be 
given by the Forest-officer of timber collected under 
section 45. Such notice shall contain a description 
of the timber, and shall require any person •claiming 
the same to present to such officer, within a period 
not less than two months from the date of such 
notice, a written statement of such claim. 

47. When any such statement is presented as 
aforesaid, the Forest-officer may, after making such 
inquiry as he thinks fit, either reject the claim after 
recording his reasons for so doing, or deliver the 
timber to the claimant. 

If such timber is claimed by more than one person, 
the Forest-officer may either deliver the same 
to any of such persons whom he deems entitled 
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thereto, or may refer the claimants to the Civil 
Courts, and retain the timber pending the receij)4 
of an order from finy such Court for its disposal. 

Any person whose claim has been rejected under 
this section may, within throe months [“J from 
the date of such rejection, institute a suit to recover 
possession of the timber claimed by him; but no 
person shall recover any compensation or costs 
against the Government, or against any Foi'est- 
otficer, on account of such rejection, or the deten¬ 
tion or removal of any timber, or the delivery 
thereof to any otlicr person under this section.

51. The Local Government may from time to 
time make rules to regulate tlie following matters

(c) the amounts to be paid for salving, collect¬ 

ing, moving, storing and disposing of 
sucli timber;

CHAPTER X. 

Penalties and Procedure. 

52. When there is reason to believe that a 
forest-offence has been conunitted in respect of any 
forest-produce, such produce, together with all 
tools, boats, carts and cattle used in committing 
any such offence, may be seized by any Foi’est- 
ofticer or Police-officer. 

Every officer seizing any property under this 
section shall place on such property a mark indi¬ 
cating that the same has been so seized, and shall, 
as soon as may be, make a report of such seizure 
to the Magistrate having jurisdiction \5o try the 
offence on account of which the seizure has been 
made:

Provided that, when the forest-produce with 
respect to which such ofience is believed to have 
been committed is the property of Government, 
and the offender is unknown, it shall be sufficient if 
the officer makes, as soon as may be, a report of 
the circumstances to his official superior. 

63. Upon the receipt of any such report the 
Magistrate shall, with all convenient despatch, take 
such measures as may be necessary for the arrest 
and trial of the offender and the disposal of the 
property according to law. 

54. All timber or forest-produce which is not 
the property of Government and in respect of 
which a forest-offence has been committed, and all 
tools, boats, carts and cittle used in committing 
any forest-offence, shall bo liable to confiscation. 

Such confiscation may be in addition to any 
other punishment presciibed for such offence. 

66. Wlxen the trial of any forest offence is con- 
(duded, any forest-produce in respect of which 
such offence has been committed shall, if it is the 
property of Government or has been confiscated, 
be taken charge of by a Forest-officer, and in any 
other case may be disposed of in such manner as the 
Court may direct, 

56. When the offender is not known, or cannot 
be found, the Magistrate may, if he finds that an 
offence has been committed, order the property in 
respect which the offence has been committed to 
be confiscated and taken charge of by the Forest- 
officer, or to be made over to the person M 
whom the Magistrate deems to bo entitled to the 
same [*]:

57. The Magistrate may, notwithstanding any¬ 
thing hereinbefore contained, direct the sale of^ any 
property seized under section 52 and subject to 
speedy and natural decay, and may deal with the 
proceeds as he would have dealt with such property 
if it Imd not been sold. 

58. Tlie officer who made the seizure under 
section 52, or any of his official superiors, or any 
person claiming to be interested in the property so 
seized, may, within one month from the date of 
any order passed under section 54, 55 or 56, appeal 
therefrom to the Court to which orders made by 
such Magistrate are ordinarily appealable, and the 
order passijd on such appeal shall be final. 

59. When an order for the coufi.scation of any 
pioporty has been passed under section 54 or 56, as 
the case may be, and the period limited by section 
58 for an appeal from such order has elapsed and no 
such appeal has been preferred, or when, on such 
an ap])oal being preferred, the Appellate Court 
eon films such order in respect of the whole or a 
portion of such property, such property or such 
portion thereof, as the case may be, shall vest in 
the Government free from'all incumbrances. 

60. Nothing hereinbefore contained shall be 
deemed to prevent any officer empowered in this 
behalf by the Local Government from directing at 
any time the immediate release of any property 
seized under section 52. 

61. Any Forest* officer or Police-officer who 
vexatiously and unnecessarily seizes any property 
on pretence of seizing property liable to confiscation 
under this Act shall be punished with imprisonment 
for a tenn wliicli may extend to six months, or 
with fine which may extend to five hundred rupees, 
or with both. 

62- Whoever, with intent to cause damage or 
injury to the public or to any person, or to cause

subordinate shall be bound to give a receipt to the person so intimating, 
and report the same, without unneoesspy delay, to the Divisional 
Forest Officer in charge of the forest division to which the control of 
the rive:^ertnins. 

3. The following salvage rates shall bo payable by the Forest 
Offlber to the salver:— 

(«) For salvage in situ —10 per cent, of the value of the wood 
salved, as adjudged by the Forest Officer. 

(A) For salvage and transport to depot—25 per cent, of the 
value 01 the wood -salved as adjudged by the Forest 
Officer, 

The Forest Officer may fix any higher rate, not exceeding twice 
the above rates, for salving or for salving and transport to depot, on 
any portion of a river where such salving is unusually difficult or 
dangerous, or where any depot notified by the Forest Officer under 
section 45 of the Act is situated at a distance of over five miles from 
wliere the salving actually took place. 

4. No person shall, without permission in writing of the Forest 
Officer, cut up, remove, conceal, burn, mark or efface or alter any 
mark or marks on, or sell or otherwise dispose of, any wood or timber 
subject to those rules, except in accordance with their provisions. 

5. Any person who shall infringe any of the provisions of these 
rules shall be punished with imprisonment which may extend to six 
months, or with fine which may extend to five hundred rupees, or 
with both. 

< * Rules to regulate the transit of timber in the Alipur subdivision of the 
Jalpaiguri district {sections kl and h2). 

I. Definition. —For the purposes of these rules “ timber ” means 
all pieces of s&l or sissu, sawn or in the rough, which are at the same 
time over twelve inches in girth apd five feet in length. 

II. No timber may be transported along the Buxa-Alipur, Phala- 
kata-Alipur, or Haldibari-Alipur Roads or along any other public road 
or any stream or river leading into Alipur Duar, unless it is covered by 
a pass issued by one of the* officers mentioned in rule III of these rules 
and specifying— 

{a) the natne of the owner of the timber; 

(A) the number of pieces of timber, with thmr dimensions and 
descriptions; 

(r) the mark or marks on the timber; and 

(cQ the date up to which the certificate will remain in force. 

III. Passes may be obtained free of charge on application to— 

(1) the Forest Revenue Station Officer at Eajabhatkhawa; 

(2) the Borojhar Range Officer at Ohilapata; 

(3) the Haldibari Range Officer at Kuraargram; or 

(4) the Officer in charge of the Buxa Forest Division. 

Any of the said officers on receiving an appliqalion for a pass may 
refuse to issue a pass till he has examined the timber for which it is

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required and has satisfied himself that the Forest Department has no 
daim, or no further olaim, to any royalty or fees on account of the 
timber.

* I.^Transport of timber {section ^1). 

The following rules will take effect in euoh tracts in the Sundar* 
bans as have been or may hereafter be declared reserved and protected 
forefts under the Indian Forest Act :— 

1. Any person who desires to transport any forest produce through 
the Sundarbans forests, or through lands that have been, or may 
hereafter be, leased under the rules for the lease of waste lands in the 
Sundarbans of the 24-Parganas, Jessore, and Backergunge, or through 
any part of the said forests or leased lands or through any of the 
water-channels intersecting or skirting them, shall take out a pass 
at one of the revenue stations, a list of which will be publi^ed 
from time to time in the Calcutta Gazette, and he shall further produce 
such pass when called upon to do so by any Forest or Police Officer, 
and return such puss at any one of the said stations on passing out 
of the boundary of the forest. The fee, if any, payable for such 
passes will from time to time be fixed by the Conservator of Forests 
and notified in the Calcutta Gazette.

Suoh registration will hold good for the period of one year, and 
may be renewed after the expiry of that period. 

Any boat the measurement of which is so registered will not be 
liable to further remeasurement or detention, either within the forests 
or at the forest toll-stations, provided— 

(1) that the boat docs not contain any forest produce other 

than that entered in the permit; and 

(2) that the load does not exceed the registered burden, as shown 

by the mark on the water-line. 


All boats registered will have the maundage and date of measure¬ 
ment painted in letters not less than 4 inches long on both sides of 
the bow; and amidsliips on either side will be painted the water-line 
or line showing the loaded draft. This last will he indicated by a 
circle puinfed in white, intersected hy a red line marking the depth 
to which the boat may ho loaded.

II .— Buies for the collection and disposal of drift wood {section 51). 

1. All words used in these rules and defined in Act VII of 1878 
(the Indian Forest Act, 1878) shall be deemed to have the meanings 
respectively attributed to them by the said Act. 

And in these rules ‘Drift Timber’ shall mean timber of the 
descriptions mentioned in section 45 of the said Act. 

2. Any person who, within the area of the Sundarbans to which 

section 45 of the Act has been extended by the Government Notification 
of the 3rd November 1879, published in the Colmtta Gazette of the 19th 
idem, wishes to salve drift timber, shall apply to the officer in charge of 
the Sundarbans Forest Division for a written permit specifying the 
nature of the timber which he wishes to salve, and shall register the 
boat or boats to be used in salving. • 

Every boat so registered shall have conspicuously painted on it 
its register number, the date of registration, and a letter indicating the 
revenue station at which such boat was registered. A fee of Ks. 5 
shall be levied for each boat for tl;e first registration, and a fee of one- 
half this amount for every subsequent registration. Every registration 
shall hold good for one year from the date thereof. Provided that if 
any person shall wish to enter the area defined above for the purpose 
of salving drift timber, the property of himself or of any known owner, 
a written permit for this special purpose may be granted him by the 
officer in charge of the Sundarbans Forest Division on payment of a fee 
of Bs.

apply to the Assistant Commissioner for passes to cover the maximum 
amount of each kind of timber or forest produce which they expect to 
export during the year endiim on the 31 st March next following the 
date of their application.

* 3. Any such person who shall have salved timber or bamboos as 
above enumerated under these rules, and taken the same to any drift 
timber depot, shall be entitled to receive as salvage fees— 

(«) from the owner, through Government, 50 per cent, of the 
value as adjudged by the Forest OfBoer, in- the case of 
timber and bamboos, the ownership of which is proved 
and admitted under section 47 of the Indian Forest Act; 
(ft) from Government, in the case of timber and bamboos that 
become vested in Government under section 48 of the 
said Act, 50 per cent, of the net balance of tho auction 
sale account after deducting therefrom all expenses of 
transport and other oharges: such salvage fees to he paid 
after the sale has been effected. 

*4. No such timber or bamboos shall be delivered to any 
claimant who (under section 47 of the Indian Forest Act) has been 
recognized to ^ the owner until, under lection 50 of the said Act, he 
shall have paid to the Forest OflBoer 50 per cent, of its value as adjudged 
by that officer, together with such other expenses as may have been 
incurred in salving the said timber or bamboos. Should the recognised 
owner fail to m^e these payments within ten days of his receiving 
intimation from the Forest Officer of the amount due, the property salved 
shall be dealt mth (under section 48 of the Act) ^ unclaimed tunber. 

5. All drift timber or bamboos salved under these rules, which 
may become vested in Govemnmnt under aeotiQn 48 of the Indian 
Forest Act, shall be sold by auction after two moDtha from ©?piry 
of the period fixed for the disposal of claims under seotien 46 the 
said Act. 

6. All property-marks registered under rule YII of the Ghittagong 
Hiver Hules of the 17th October 1881 shall he h^ld to he pxppertj'm&rks 
oitahlishiag daim to drift timber salted under these rules. 

7. Any person who infringe any provision of these rules fhiiV 
be punished with imprisomneut fpx a toym which may to six 

months, mr wkh fine which may extend to five hundred rupees, or 
with both.

The foUowiiije rules regulate the transit of timber on the Gandak 
river so far as it nows within the jurisdiction of the Government oi 
Bengal. ^ * 

1. No person having launched bis timber or set it afloat on the 
Gandak river shall collect the same, except— 

(fl) with the penniwion, in writii^, of the officer in charge 
of the (Gorakhpur Forest Division; 

(b) at places which such Forest Officer shall notify as catching 
dep6ts. 

2. No person shall raft or otherwise convey a:^ timber on the* 
Gandak river without first obtainiM a pass from the Forest Officer in 
charge of the Gorakhpur Forest Division, or from such subordinate 
officer as the said Forest Officer may authoriae in that behalf. Such 
pass Bhall> show the number of logs or pieces, the kind of timber, the 
marks indicative of the owner’s property therein, the place of its 
destination and the time for which it shall remain in force. It may 
specify that the timber may be stopped at certain places to be named 

in the pass. , , . , 

3. No pass shall be issued for any unmarked timber, or for such 
timber as bears a mark not registered as hereinafter provided. 

4. Any Forest or Police Officer may require any person rafting 
or conveying timber, as aforesaid, to produce the pass for the same at 
any time. No person shall be entitled to raft or convey timber by 
virtue of a pass which he does not himself hold, but whidi is, or 
is stated to be, in the hands of some other person. In the event of 
the pass not being produced, the Forest Officer may detain the timber. 

5. For every pass issued under rule 2 a fee not exceeding one 
anna for each log or piece of timber to which it relates may be levied 
at such places as the Conseiyator of Forests may from time to time 

direct. * 

6. Every person wishing to raft or otherwise convey timber on 
the Gandak river shall notify to the Forest Officer in charge of the 
Gorakhpur Forest Division, or such Forest Officer as may be appointed 
in this behalf by the Forest Officer in charge of the Gorakhpur Forest 
Division, the mark which indicates his proprietary right in such timber. 
A fee of Rs. 6 shall be payable for its registration. No more than 
one mark shall be registered for one owner. 

7. No person shall be allowed to register a mark already registered 
in favour of another person, nor any mark used by the Government, 
and the Forest Officer in charge of the Gorakhpur Forest Division 
may refuse the registration of any mark which, m his judgment, too 
closely resembles a mark used by the Government or registered in 
favour of any j)ther person.

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8. registration tmder rule 6 shall hold good for three 
years follo.wia^ the 1st January next after the date of registration, 

9. A certificate, showing the mark registered, the date of re^is- 
'tration and the period for which it holds good, and aoknowledgmg 
the payment of the fee, shall be given to every person registering a 
mark under rule 6. 

10. Within the limits notified under section 45 of the Indian 
Forest Act, by Notification No. 1026For., dated the 28th February 
1894, the converting, cutting, burning, concealing or marking of 
timber, the altering or efiaoing of any marks on the same, and the 
possession or carrying of marking hammers or other im]plements used 
for the marking of timber, except with the permission, in writing, of 
the Forest Officer in charge of the Goral^pur Forest Division, is 
prohibited. Such permission, if grantt d, shall specify the place at 

• which only it is to take effect, and may contain such other conditions 
regarding the previous inspection of tho timber and otherwise as may 
be necessary. 

11. Whoever contravenes any of these rules shall be punishable 
with imprisonment for a term which may extend to six months, or 
with fine which may extend to five hundred rupees, or with both.

T]be river Qandak and its tributaries in the Ohamparan ahd 
Saran districts, or along their borders down to the point where they 
are crossed by the Motihfiri-Chapra road, including an area within 
a direct distance of two miles from either bank of the main stream of 
the Gandak river, taking that stream at its cold-season level (provided 
always that these areas are within the jurisdiction of the Government of 
Bengal), ai-e areas within which all unmarked timber of the following 
descriptions shall be considered to he the property of Government, 
unless or until any person estalAishes his right and title thereto under 
the provisions of the Forest Act and the rules made under it;— 

sliHU, deodar^ tnn^ assaina, haldu, chir, and sandan^ in pieces 
exceeding 2 feet in girth and 4 feet in length, but no other classes or 
sizes of unmarked timber whatever. 

—Drift Timber Rules for the River Gandak and its tributaries 
{Ohamparan and Saran districts) {section 51). 

1. All timber found adrift, beached, stranded or sunk ; all wood or 
timber bearing marks which have not been registered under section 41, 
Act VII of 1878, or on which the marks have been obliterated, altered 
or defaced by fire or otherwise, and aU unmarked timber which is 
by this Notification declared to be the property of Government, may 
be salved by any person within the area above specified. 

2. The salver shall intimate the fact that he htfs salved wood 
or timber to the Divisional Forest Officer in charge of the drift opera¬ 
tions, or to the nearest police-station, or to such police or other officer

3. Any such person who shall have salved wood or timber undeSt 
these rules shall be entitled to receive as salvage fees— 

(a) in the case of wood or timber, the ownership of which is 

proved and admitted under section 47 of the Indian 
Forest Act—from the owner, through the Forest Officer, 
a sum not exceeding^ 25 per cent, of the value thereof, as 
adjudged by the Divisional Forest Officer in charge of 
the drift operations ; 

(b) in the case of wood or timber that becomes vested in Oovem- 

ment under section 48 of the Indian Forest Act—from 
Government a sum not exceeding 25 per cent, of the 
net balance of the sale price of the. said wood or timber, 
after deducting therefrom all expenses of transport and 
other ohai'ges (if any) : such salvage fees to be paid after 
the sale has been effected. 

4. No such wood or timber shall be delivered to any claimant 
who, under section 47 of the Indian Forest Act, has been recognized 
to be the owner until, under section 50 of the said Act, he shall have 
paid to the Divisional Forest Officer 25 per cent, of its value as adjudged 
by that officer, together with such other expenses as may have .been 
incurred in salving the said wood or timber. Should the recognized 
owner fail to make these payments within ten days of his receiving 
intimation from the Divisional Forest Officer of the amount due, the 
property salved shall be dealt Yi^h (under section 48 of the Act) as 
unclaimed timber. 

5. AH drift and stranded wood and timber salved under these rules, 
which may become vested in Q-overnnaent under section 48 of the 
Indian Forest Act, shall be sold to the best advantage after two months 
from the expiry of the period fixed for the disposal of claims under 
section 46 of the said Act. 

6. Drift «nd stranded wood and timber when sold by the Forest 
Department will be marked with the departmental sale mark, and, 
when relinquished under rule 4, with a suitable distinguishing mark. 

7. For aU timber removed from the area above notified a printed 
and numbered pass must be obtained from such officials as may be 
appointed by Divisional Forest Officers on which shall be clearly 
entered the number of pieces and the kinds of wood and timber and 
the amount reahsed from the purchaser or claimant ov^ the signature 
of the official appointed to this duty. 

8. Any person who shall infi^ge any of the provisions of these 
rules shall be punished with imprisonment which may extend to six 
months, or witn toe which may extend to five hundred rupees, or with 
both, (fics also ]^aragra^h 7, page >{9.) 
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CHAPTER IV. 

SUBSIDIARY RULES. 

(a) Fx&e Fbotectioh Rules. 

* Rules /or the Darjeeling^ Jalpaiguri, ffazariLaghf Singfibhuntt PalaimUf • 
and Puri Districts and tM Government estate of Angul [section 76 (<^]. 

These rules apply as follows:— 

In Darjeeling and Jalpaignri from 1st Nopember to let June. 

In Hazaribagh, Banohi, Singhbhum, and Palamaufrom 1st January 
to let July. In Puri and Angul from let January to Ist June. 

1. Any person living in the vicinity of a Government forest 
reserve, or occupying or using land in such vicinity, and desirous of 
clearing by fire any standing forest or grass laud near that reserve, in 
a locality from which such fire would be likely to endanger the reserve, 
shall observe the following rules: ~ 

(1) He shall give notice of at least one week to the nearest 

oflieer, ranger or forester, of his intention. 

(2) He shall clear a belt of land at least 20 feet broad on the 

side of the land he proposes to bum nearest to the forest 
reserve. 

^3) He shall choose for such burning a day or time when a 
high wind is not blowing. 

(4) He shall light the fire in a direction contrary to the prevail¬ 
ing wind. • 

2. Any such person desirous of burning, on land adjoining a 
forest reserve, wood, grass or weeds, or other out material, shall ooUeot 
that material into heaps, and bum it separately in such a way that the 
fire may not endanger the forest rdterve. 

3. Any person collecting imflammable forest produce, such as 
grass and bamboos, on land adjoining a forest reserve, and any holder 
of a permit to collect such materials tronv the forest reserve, shall stack 
the material so collected in an open space, as far removed as possible 
from the forest. 

4. All persons travelling on roads passing through or along the 
boundary or a forest reserve shall camp only at such pfaces as m^ be 
cleared and set apart for the purpose of camping-grounds by the Forest 
Office, who shall yearly publish a list of such grounds in the vicinity 
of the reserve. Oamping at other localities than those so set apart is 
forbidden, and all persons so oamping shall light any fires they may 
make for cooking or other purposes in such a way ee not to endanger 
the forest reserve, or the bnildmgs or property on the camping-ground; 
and th^ shall extinguish all such fires before leaving the camping- 
ground. 

d. The carriage ot burning wood, fire-brands, or torches through or 
along the boundary of any reserved forest is prohibited.

• (6) Rules regulating grazing [^section 76{(l) ], 

J. For the purposes of these rules the forest will he divided 
into— 

1. Lower forest. j 2. Upper forest. 

The lower forest will be composed of the forests aloi^ ihe valley 
of the Kimgpo and Tista, viz., tne lower part of the Dumsong, the 
Kalimpong, the lower part of the Binkinpong, the Twnang, and the 
Nuzzeokh forest reserves, as well as tlie forests of the lower hills, 
including the Tista Chel range, the Sukam blrok, the northern Tondu, 
and the lower portions of the Nar and Juldaka forests. The upper 
forest will contain the remainder of the forest reserved or proposed to 
be reserved. 

2. Grazing in the lower forest will not be jpermittod except 
under monthly peimits to be obtained from the officer m charge of 
the range on payment of such fees as the Oonservator of Forests may 
fix from time to time. The localities in winch such officer may be 
authorised to grant permits will be fixed annually in accordance with 
the instructions contained in paragraph 97t of the Forest Department 
Code. 

3. Grazing in the upper forest will be reserved primafily 
*for cultivators, who are tenants of Government in the Kalimpong 
subdivision. Any such person who wishes to graze his cattle in the 
upper forest shall take out a quarterly pass for that purpose on or 
before the first day in each quarter, at the office of the Divisional 
Forest Officer, and shall pay for such pass at the following rates: — 


For each buffalo ... 4 

„ bull'ick, flow, pony 2 

„ sheep or goat 1 

or at such redficed rates as the Conservator of Forests, with the 
approval of the Deputy Commissioner, may fiomtime to time prescribe. 
Persons who are not residents of the Kalimpong subdivision may be 
permitted to graze their cattle in these forests on payment of the rates 
which may from time to time be fixed by the Conservator of Forests.

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4. The mandals (33 iti number) of the different blodiB will 
be permitted to graze free of charge, in the upper forest, such 
cattle as ere bond fide their own personai property, Any of these 
mandals may a|)plj for permission to the Deputy Commissioner or the 
Assistant OommisBioner of Kalimpong, who will obtain for him from 
the DiYiaienal Poorest Officer the permits for such cattle as he may con¬ 
sider him entitled to graze. In all respects other than the payment of 
fees, such permits shall be held to be permits granted under Buie III of 
the roles, and the holders shall be bound to carry out all the provisions 
of these rules. If in any case the Deputy Commissioner or Assistant 
Commissioner shall consider it necessary to refuse to apply lor 
the permit, he shall be at liberty to do so, and the applicant shall then 
be entitled to graae his cattle only upon payment of the fees prescribed 
in Rule 111. 

5. All such permits shall expire on the last day in each 
quarter, viz., June 30tb, September 30th, December Slst, and March 
olst, respectively; and permits for portions of a quarter shall be counted 
as for a whole quarter. 

6. The permits shall fix the forest block or compartment 
in which the privilege of grazing m^ be exercised, and the block or 
oompMtment shall be selected by the Divisional Officer with due regard 
to the convenience of the permit-holder, provided that at least one-half 
the area of the upper forest shall always be made available for such 
grazing. 

7. The oonstniction of grazing camps, enclosures, or batham 
shall be permitted in such blocks or compartments as may be perma¬ 
nently set apart for that purpose by the Subdivi^ional Forest Officer. 
Foi* the construction of such grazing camps, enclosures, or hatham^ 
permit-holders may utilise such dead and dry wood as may he found * 
m the vicinity, and, with the permission of the Forest Officer pre¬ 
viously oW^ained, canes and bamboos. Should sufficient dry wood not 
be available, ihe Divisional Forest Officer or his subordioates may allow 
trees of the less valuable kinds, of less girth than 18 inches, to be out 
on payment of a fee of six pies for each tree so out. No charge shall 
be made for canes, bamboos, or dry word. 

8. The cutting of saplings and lopping of the branches of trees 
is prohibited. This rule should not be held to apply to bamboos 
or the small species of Aralia [Chinia), 

9. Any person in charge of cattle graziog under a permit 
[ffiaU be bound to keep his permit ready for inspection and to show it, 
On demand, to any Forest Officer visiting the baihans. 

10. All permits, on the expiry of the term for which they are 
granted, must be returned to the offioe of issue. 
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*(i) Dabjeslzvg Forest Division. 

Buies regulating grazing [section 75 {d)\. 

The following rules regulate gracing in the Beserved Forests of 
Darjeding* 

1. Gracing in the reserved forests of the Darjeeling Forest suh-^ 
division, other than those north of the little Bangit river, is prohibited, 
except under the following rules and conditions. 

2. Permits for grazing will be issued by the Forest Offioer^ in charge 
of ranges, hereinafter referred to ns range officers, for the oalendar 
month, on payment of such fees as may &om time to time be fixed 
by the Conservator of Forests with the sanction of Government. The 
permits will fix the block or locality in which the privilege of grazilmf 
may be exercised; such blocks or localities shall be smeoted ov the 
Divisional Forest Officer with regard to the protection of the forest, 
the convenience of the permit-holder, and the existing orders of Gov¬ 
ernment on the subject, or orders which may in future be issued by 
Government. 

3. He shall not be obliged to allow grazing in any given blodk to 
more than one head of cattle to every ten acres of area, but on the other 
hand may locate any number of cattle in a block, provided the area 
available for grazing in that block be five acres per head. 

4 Grazing will be reserved for milk-cattle required for the supply 
of milk and butter to the public in Darjeeling, Jellapahar, and Joro 
Bungalow, and for a number of draught cattle not exweding 150 
head. » 

The Divisional Forest Officer will not he bound to provide grazing 
for any cattle other than the above, but may, with the sanction of the 
Conservator, allow temporarily a larger number if he considers it can 
be done with due regard to the interest of the forest. 

5. The construction of grazing camps, enclosures, or bathms is 
prohibited, except on the sites pointed out by the Divisional Forest 
Officer. Sites for two bathans ^all he.allowed to each grazier whose 
permit allows him to ^aze more than five head of oattle. Should 
more be required, or a (mange of site applied for, the question to be 
decided in oascaof dispute by the Divisional Forest Officm: and Deputy 
Commissioner. 

6. In the oases in which the two baiham allotted to a permit-holdeir 
lie in two diffiereut blocks, he diall not leave one for the other without 
previous notice to the range officer, and without having the pwmissioa 
of this officer endorsed on we permit. 

7. For the construction of, and repairs to, these bathans^ permit- 
holders, may utilize such dry fallen wood as may be found m the 
viduity, and, with the permission of the range ofiftoer, canes and]^ bmm- 
boos. Should sufficient dry wood, not he available, tha DIviskSBil 
Forest Officer, or his sabordmate under hie orders, may made and ailow

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to be cut fcr this purpose trees of the less valuable kinds of smaller 
gttth than 18 inches on prepayment of annas 4 per tree. No charge 
will be made for canes, bamboos, or dry wood. 

8. The Divisional Forest Officer may prohibit the construction of 
for draught cattle. 

9, "i’he cutting and lopping of trees is prohibiteci. This rule does 
‘not apply to bamboos, creepers, and the trees known as Dmg~Dung 
{BraBsait'pm Hainla) and Dudhia {Ficus gemella). 

The prohibition of cutting and lopping trees does not apply to the 
shrub knoWn as Phulsari Uneaius). 

10 Payment for permits for grazing will be made in advance 
on the first day of the month, and in case of payment not being made 
by the 10th, double fees may be charged; if not made by the 20th, the 
cattle moy be driven out of the forest, or the defaulters prosecuted 
under section 25 {d) of the Indian Forest Act, and the issue of a 
permit refused, subject to appeal to the Conservator. Should the 
Conservator consider it desirable, payments may be made quarterly, 
but subject to the above provisions as to payments. 

11. Buffaloes, goats, and sheep will not be allowed grazing in the 
forests forming the circles to be worked for the supply of fuel and 
timber to Darjeeling, Jellapahar, and tea plantations. 

12. A.11 permits will be kept at the bnthansy and will be produced 
for inspection whenever called for by any Forest or Police Officer. On 
the expiry of the term for which a permit is issued, it shall be returned 
to the office of issue, and a fresh permit may be refused, unless the 
applicant produces his expiring or expired permit. 

13. The range officer shall, after issue of a notice to any holder 
ofa grazing permit, copy of which shall be sent for record to the 
Divisional Officer, require that on a day fixed, not less than seven days 
from the date of the notice, he shall have all his cattle within his 
hathan to allow of their number being* checked with his permit. Such 
inspections shall not be made oftener than four times in the year : they 
shtdl ordinarily be held between the hours of 7 and 10 a m. so as not 
to cause unnecessary inconvenience to the permit holder, who may, 
however, by giving at least two days’ notice to the range officer, fix 
any other hour between 8 a.m. and 6 p.m. of the day appointed by tho 
notice that may be more convenient to himself. Should the permit.- 
holder refuse or neglect to comply with the terms of the notice referred 
to above, or otherwise hinder the thorough inspection of his cattle, the 
issue to him of a fresh permit may be refused until he has complied 
with tho requirements of this rule. 

The Conservator may exempt by name, class or locality any person 
or persons from the requirements of the preceding clause. 

Nothing in this rule shall be held to debar any Forest or Police 
Officer from visiting and inspecting a hathan or cattle-shed or pen 
within the reserved forests, or the cattte grazing in the forest. 

14. Any Forest Officer attached to the Darjeeling Forest Division, 
to whom the range officer is subordinate, may exercise any of the 
powers conferred on a range officer by these rules. 
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* (c) Special Bgles for the Soutb Sitasiikd Beserved 
Forest, Chittagong (Section 25). 

The following rules made under section 25 of the Forest Act have 
effect in Southern Sitakund reserved forest of the Chittagong district:—' 

Hindu'devotees and pilgrims to the shrines in the South Sitakund 
forests shall be allowed the following privileges:— 

(fl) to kindle or carry fire, provided that due care be taken to 
prevent injury to the forest being caused thereby*owing to 
negligence or to leaving any fire burning in the forest; 

(i) to collect fruits and firewood for their own use and consump¬ 
tion, but not for barter or sale.

Xkas Mahals. 

Bfservatton of trees [^section 75 {c)']. 

The foiling of any of the trees specified below in the settled lands of 
the unleased portion of the khas mahals situated in the Begulation 
District of Chittagong without the previous permission of the Collector, 
or of such officers as he may authorize to issue permits on his behalf, 
subject to the payment of a royalty levied at an ad valorem rate of 10 
per cent, on the market value of the trees, is prohibited. The Collector 
shall, under the advice of the District Forest Officer, and subject to the 
approval of the Commissioner of the Division, from time to time draw 
up a table of values of all classes of the trees likely to bo required by the 
public, and may'from time to time, with the like advice and approval, 
correct, modify, or alter such table of values. The said table $hafl, when 
approved by the Commissioner, be jAiblished at such places as may be 
decided upon, and be otherwise made generally known, and all modi¬ 
fications or corrections of the said table shall be similarly notified:—

THAN THE FoEEST AcT. 

(a) Rules under the Indian Fisheries Act, IV of 1897f in foree in 
» the Rwrjeeling RistrieU * , 

The folio-wing ruleB -under section 6, clauses (1), (3) and (5), 
and section 7 of Act IV of 1897, an Act to provide for oertein 
^matters-relating to fisheries in British India, are published for general 
information;-- 

(1) The erection and use of fixed engines, the construction of weirs, and 
the use of nets with meshes of a smaller dimension than one inch sllnare, is 
prohibited in all rivers and streams within the limits of the Darjeeling district, 
save and except in such parts of the same as (a) are under the control of the 
Forest Department under the rules framed under section 26, clause (i), and 
section .SI, clause {j), of Act VII of 1878; and (6) lie within the limits of grant 
held under leases conferring rights of fishery. 

(2) Any breach of the above rule shall be punishable with fine, which may 
extend to Es. ICO, and when the breach is a continuing breach with a farther fine, 
which may extend to Ks. 10 , for every day after the date of the first conviction 
during which the breach is proved to have been persisted in. 

(3) All fixed engines erected or used or nets used in contravention of the 
above rule shall be liable to seizure, forfeiture, and removal. 

(4) All fish taken by means of any such fixed engine ornet shall be liable 
to forfeiture. 

(6) All “Forest Officers" as defined inflection 2 of Act VII of 1878, serving 
in the Darjeeling district, are hereby empowered to effect arrests without warrant 
for offences punishable under section 4 or 6 of Act IV of 1897, or under any rule 
under section 6 thereof, subject to the conditions laid down in section 7 o& the 
said Act.

CHAPTER I. 

EXECUTIVE ORDERS RELATING TO FORESTS. 

Constitution of Forests, 


1 . 

Government 
Circular No. 
27th April 1887. 


Forest Settlements. 

In forwarding the accompanying copy of a Memorandum by the Of&ciating 
iment of India Inspoctor-GenoraJ of U^orests on the procedure to be 
6P.. dated followed in Forest Settlements, I am directed to say 
that it is hoped that this Memorandum may serre as 
a useful guide, both to Forest Settlomenl, 0(Doers and to those whose duty 
it may be to watch their proceedings on behalf of Government. The observance 
of the principles laid down in the Memorandum should, in the opinion ®f His 
Excellency the GovomorJJonoral in Council, tend greatly to avert the occurrence 
o£ mistakea, sometimes serious in ihf^r consequences, that have occasionally 
arisen through Forest Bettlernent Officers, imperfectly acquaiuted with the 
rlii+ieB of their office, going beyond their legitimate sphere of action, and framing 
Sements 0^^ principles that are.at variance with existing law. In the 
Circular Eesolution of the Home Department, No. 21F. of the Slst August 1886, * 
occasion was taken to remark how much the work of Forest Settlements would 
gain in simplicitv and value if the officers entrusted with their executio* studied 
more carefully the provisions of tho Porest Aet on this important subject; and 
it is to facilitate still further the work of the Forest Settlement Officer, and to 
define more clearly the procedure indicated by law, that the present Memorandum 

has been ^amed^, attention to clauses I to 6 of tho Memorandum, and 
especially to clause 4, as expressing the views of the Government of India as 
to the powers and duties of the Governments in the reservation of land for forest 

purpOBe^_^^ regard to Forest Settlements in general, I am to explain that they 
are not intended to obstruct Local Governments and Administrations m disposing 
of the produce of the State forests as they may deem expedient. The Forest 
Settlement defines rigidly, it is true, the legal title of the btote to the property 

in question, and serves to protect that propertv from the accrual of other rights 
than those lawfully existing at the time of settlement. But when once this 
settlemLt has been effected, there is nothing to prevent Local GovemmenU 
and Administrations from making such use of the forest resources as appears 
advisable to them, subject only to the responsibility which rests upon them of 

having a just regard to the fiscal interestsof the State. . e .u * 

4. * "Working-Plans are necessary for the proper management of the forests 
but their object is simply to work the forests to which they apply in such a 
way that the forests may meet the demand upon them, to .any ,exteut. required,, 
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witliout waste and without impairing the source of supply. Up to that liwit, 
it is for the Local Government to regulate the supply of forest produce to meet 
local wants. 

* 6. A Working-Plan cannot, therefore, be effectually prepared without a full 
and accurate knowledge of local requirements, and it has been suggested that 
the Forest Settlement Officer is well qualified, by the information acquired in the 
course of Lis^dulies under the Act, to indicate the nature and extent of the 
legitimate requirements of the pe^le in regard to the forests under settlement 
by him. I am to state that ins Excellency, in Council does not object to Forest 
Settlement Officers being made use of exira-j\n,di(Aally to make enquiries of this 
kind and to supply information; but that it is their judicial function chiefly 
which is regvlated by the Forest Act. In this respect, their duty is analogous 
that of a Civil Court, which awards to either party in a suit the portion of the 
property under litigation which appears justly due. After judgment, the Gov¬ 
ernment cannot encroach upon the share of the property awarded to other 
claimants, but may deal, as it thinks, proper, with the portion awarded to the 
Slate. 


MXMOBiNOUM. 

Tur object of a Forest Settlement is, in the first instance, to fix and define 
the legal status and extent of the projirietary rights of the State in any forest or 
waste land constituted or declared to bo forest within the meaning of the Forest 
Act, which is the property of the State, or over which the State has proprietary 
rights, or to the whole or any part of the forest produce of which the State is 
entitled ; and consequently to enquire and record to what extent the projirietary 
rights of ihe State are limited by legally existing adverse rights of private persons 
or communities ; Bo<‘oudly, to arrange for the exercise or commutation of adverse 
rights so recorded, in order to allow of the property being managed with the view 
of obtaining the best possible return, both now and in the future, for the general 
public. 

2. The settlement of n forest, which has resulted in its constitution as a 
Eeserve, merely determines the rights of the Government and private persons 
over ^hc forest, and in no way aims at prescribing the agency by which, or the 
maunor in which, the forest is to be administered. The way in which a forest 
may be managed, or the requirements which it is intended to meet, are in every 
instance dictated by local circumstancf s.« Thus, a Boservedi Forest has not 
necessarily the object, as is frequently believed, of producing large timber for 
export or public works, but, more often, that of supplying the local demands iu 
smaller timber, fuel, grass, or any other foAjst produce. A forest may be said to 
fulfil its highest function when it jiroduces, iu a permanent fashion, the greatest 
possible^juanlity of that material wi.icb is most useful to the general public, and 
at the same time yields the best possible return to the proprietor. 

3. The settlement of forest fantls under Chapter II of the Forest Act is a step 
which fixes for over the respective rights of the Government and private persons 
over the lands ; while the mBnagoment of the forest is a matter that can be regu¬ 
lated by executive orders at any time, and in deference to altered requirements 
and varying demands. 

4. Under section S of the Forest Act, it rests with Local Governments to 
decide what forests and waste lands, being the property of the State, or over 
which the State has proprietary rights, or to the whole or any part of the forest 
produce of which the State is entitled, should be constituted a Beserved Forest. 
There may be forests and wastes so situated as to make it impolitic to proceed 
with their settlement; others, again, may be burdened to such an extent by 
adverse rights of user that the benefits accruing to the State would not compen¬ 
sate for the expensive settlement prescribed by the Forest Act. But, as a rule, 
it may be laid down that it is the duty of Government to secure the best possible 
legal" title (as prescribed by the Forest Act) to the property, or to such share as 
it owns in all forests and waste lands defined in section 3 of the Act. Having 
this in view. District Officers should be instructed to initiate proposals for tho 
settlement of all forest and waste lands, against the reservatibn of which, in the 
opinion of the Local Government, no forcible reasons exist. 

These proposals by the District Officers must, naturally, be of a general 
character only. They will sitoply .specify the limits of tho land in question in 
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suck M to fix its situalioo and to be readilj intelligible tointeTAted parties; 
tfiey Bhonld not enter into any discussions likelj to affect the future settlement, 
and renyr meffectiro the provisions of section 6 of the Act. • 

1 j e ® Government is satisfied that no special reasons exist why 

Und, fulfilling the description in section 3 of the Act, should not be constituted a 
iteserve, the notification prescribed in section 4 should issue, and a Forest Settle-, 
ment Officer be appointed. • 

, The procedure of a Forest Settlement Officer may bo considered undci^ 
tnree separate heads, vie. 


(1) the procedure previous to the adjudication of claims ; 

(2) the adjudication as a Civil Court; 

(8) the action taken after the adjudication of claims. 

7. Under (1), the Forest Settlement Officer is required to— 

(ft) specify the limits of (he proposed forest; * 

(6) explain the consequences which will ensue on the rcservaluti of the 
forest; 

(e) fix a period during which claims may be preferred either iu writing 
or in person. 


8. Under (2), the Forest Settlement Officer, acting as a Civil Courl,is 
requited to record the substance of all statements regarding claim.s to rights 
invited under section 6. Ho is further required to make a similar record of any 
rights of which the existence is ascertained, whether from previous records or by 
local enquiry. 

Claims can be divided into three classes— 

(1) claims to a right in, or over, land ; 

(2) claims to forest produce, including pasture ; 

(3) claims to right-of-way or watercourse. 

With respect to class ^), the Forest Sottlement Officer has only to satisfy 
himself of the existence of the ways or watercourses in question and to rceord 
them as such. Any action in regard to them is ruled by section 24 of the Act. 

Keferring to classes (1) Ind (2), the Fo|eBt Settlement Officer’s first duty is to 
adjudicate on tho evidence and facts* before him, to decide whether the rights 
claimed are legally established or not, and to pass an order admitting or rejecling 
them accordingly in whole oi* in part. It is clearly the intention of the Act to 
settle these claims on tlioir legal merits, and not with reference to any special 
objects which wore had in view w'hcn it was proposed to constitute the forest a 
Reserve. Claims must bo admitted or rejected within the limits to wLtoh the 
right has been substantiated. Local Goveruutfnts should, as a rule, appoint 
some person, under section 18 (who may most suitably be tho local Forest 
Officer), to attend at the enquiry, plead, and act on behalf of the State before the 
Forest Settlement Officer. This person will have a proper legal standing, bo 
able to cfOBs-examiho witnesses who support claims, produce evidence to rebut 
claims, comment on any documents or evidence ; and if he desires to prefer an 
appeal against any decision, the Forest Settlement Officer should give him a 
certified copy of such decision. It is of vital importance that only such rights 
should be admitted as are legally proved to exist, and then only to the extent 
proved. 

There is nothing in the Forest Act that justifies that Forest Settlement Officer 
in providing for the prospective wants of non-existing settlers, or for a future and 
possibly more numerous generation ; nothing that permits the concession, by a 
Forest Settlement Officer, of more extensive rights than those which he finds to 
exist at the time of sottlement. The rights claimed must be actually existing 
rights, vested in an individual or person, or in a definite body of persons, such as 
for ixmtanoe, a number of co-owners, or a village community. They may be rights 
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in gross, nrfconnected vrith the ownership of immovable property (houses or lanJ^ 
or they may be rights attached to the ownership of such proper^. They may ‘ 
be rights enduring only for a certain period, or for the life of the person in whom 
they are vested, or they may be rights which will pass to the heirs of that 
person, or pass in perpetuity with the property to which they are attached. 
But thev must he existing and vested in some person, or body of persons, who 
ran claim them at the time of settlement. 

If the Forest Sotloment Officer is permitted to provide for the indefinite pro* 
spectivc wants of an indefinite prospective number of right-holders, he may be 
providing for the gradual absorption and final extinction of the actually existing 
rights of tlje State. 

It IS conceivable that a claimant might establish a right of such a nature that 
it would possibly, in course of time, entitle him to larger benefits from a forest 
than he was entitled to at the time of settlement. For instance, ho might show 
that he was entitled to pasture for aH cattle employed by him in the cultivation 
of this land, and he might bo in jiossession of extensive waste laud, which he was 
gradually bringing under cultivation—a process which, of necessity, would tend 
to increase the number of his cattle. Here the Forest Settlement Officer, though 
dealing only with “ actually existing rights,” would also have to take into account 
“ prospective wants.” 

In such a oaae, which could probably only arise when the right in question had 
been specially conferred by the terms of a former grant, revenue settloment, or 
sanad, it would seem reasonable to admit the same within a maximum, which 
should be determined with reference to the rights actually enjoyed by the claim¬ 
ant at the lime of making the record, and with due regard to the potential 
capabilities of iho Forest. 

A prescriptive right, to exist at all, must be proved to have been regularly 
exercised in the past; and in no case can a proscriptive right over any forest 
bo held to have boon acquired by the continuous purchase of its produce from the 
owner, the element of advorso enjoyment and of enjoyment as of right on which 
prescription rests being wholly wanting. 

In regard to rights of class (1) admitted in whole or in part, throe courses are 
open to me Forest Settlement Officer, and these are clearly stated in section 10 
01 the Act. «» 

With regard to rights of class (2)»rinfilarly dealt with under section 11, the 
Forest Settloment Officer is to record, in the manner prescribed in section 12, his 
decision in all cases, whether in favour of the claimant or otherwise ; and it 
would probably be found convenient if fuo Settlement Officer briefly entered an 
epitome of the grounds for his decision, the evidence and finding being, as a 
raatiftr of course, duly recorded at length in the judicial proceedings. Providing 
for Inis, and other details of procedure within the provisions of the Aot, as 
explained in this memorandum, the Local Governments may also make rules, 
under section 76 {d) of the Act, similar to those issued by the Government of 
Madras under section 63 (6) of Act V of 1883. 

Section 13 of the Act provides for a complete record of* the extent of such 
rights ns have been admitted, and of the limits within which claims have been 
established. The prmiaration of this record brings to a close the duties of the 
Forest ^dtlemont Officer when preceding as a Civil Court. * 

9. The Forest Settlement Officer should now proceed, with due regard for 
the maintenance of the forest, to arrange for the continued exorcise of the rights 
to the extent admitted. 

Under section 14, he is at liberty to adopt one of three courses—- 

(а) Transfer the burden of the right to some other conveniently situated 

and available forest. 

(б) Alter the proposed boundaries, so as to exclude an area of forest 

sufficient for the exercise of the rights admitted, and convenient for 
the purpose. ^ 

(e) Record an order continuing the exercise of the rich I to the extent 
admitted, at such seasons, in such portions of the forest, and under 
such rules as may, from time to time, bo proscribed by the Local 
Government. 
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It is evident that this section is only intended to regulate the legally admitted 
tights, and gives no power to alter or extend such rights* * 

If the Settlement Officer sets under (e) or {b), the section explains clearly 
enough what course he should follow. • 

Under (c), the Forest Settlement Officer must record an order declaring that 
the claimants of the admitted rights may continue to exercise the rights to the 
extent admitted, (a) at such seasons, within such portions of the eproposed 
forest, and (c) subject to such rules as may, from time to lime, be prlscribed by 
the Local Government. • 

The rules that are here referred to must not substantially detract from the 
rights of either the claimant or the State. Such rules are not intended to define 
the legal status of rights claimed, but only to control tlio exercisf; of rights 
admitted ; for the power to make such rules is limited, and does not extend to 
fixing the number of cattle which a right-holder may send into the forest, or the 
amount of produce he may extract. An order admitting a claim to rights of 
jiasture or forest produce cannot, therefore, be limited or extended by any 
declaration in rules framed under section 14 (o) of the Forest Act. 

The rules might bo such as to require, e.g., cattle to be marked, to wear 
bells, or produce to be removed by certain roads. 

In cases where the right admitted and recorded is of such a nature that it 
would, in course of time, entitle the right-holder to larger benefits from the 
forest than he enjoyed at the time of settlement, a maximum should be fixed in 
such a way as to render substantial justice to the claimants and to the State, 
having due regard for the well-being of the forest. 

£ 9 ., for a few years immediately preceding settlement, the cattle of a village 
may have been considerably reduced by disease or other causes. It is, in this 
case, obviously desirable to fix a maximum number of cattle in excess of what 
exist. Similarly, a village, owing to daeoitios, has been reduced by the emigra¬ 
tion of some of its inhabitants, who, in more settled times, may be expected to 
return. In suoh a case it may be necessary to fix the bamboos, Ac., at a quantity 
in excess of actual present requirements. 

Section 16 provides that if a Beaerved Forest cannot be maintained as a forest 
side by side with the continued exercise of such rights as have been admitted 
over it, the Forest Settlement Officer may commute such rights as render a ploper 
treatment of the forest imjlbssible, either by cash payment or by the grant of 
land, or in suoh other way as he thiak#fit. The Local Government may make 
rules in reference to this question, which, may prescribe the basis upon which, 
money compensation may be assessed, or land be given in exohange (Madras 
Government Notification, G. O. No. 970, dated :i7th August 1884, paragraphs 12 
and 13). 

10. It is, without doubt, desirable that a professional Forest Officer i^ould be 
associated with the Forest Settlement Officer to assist and advise as to the action 
the latter may wish to tahe under sections 14 and 16. The question whether a 
forest can be maintained or not under the exercise of certain rights, and whether 
section 14 or section 16 is applicable to the case in point, is one demanding 
practical experieifce and professional knowledge; and the advice of the Forest 
Officer, besides being useful as a means of pointing out what it is practicable to 
effect'with due regard to the maintenance of the forest, should also prove of 
material assistance in.arranging for a settlement of all claims on a simple and 
stable basis. 

The Forest Officer may be usefully constilted in the final selection of 
boundaries. 

11. This brings the work of the Forest Settlement Officer under the Act to a 
conclusion, and, subject to any orders passed on. appeal, secures, once for all, the 
sound legal status of the Beservod Forest in question. 

12. The management of the Forest, with the legal obligations imposed at the 
time of settlement as a first charge upon it, should now be left to the provisions 
of a working-plan, drawn up by a profession^ Forest Officer, after full examina.* 
tion of the capabilities of the forest and the demands, local or other, which it 
can supply, and with careful regard to the orders and rules of the Local Govern¬ 
ment under section 14, clause (c). 

IS. Appellate Courts can only decide on the same lines as those upon which 
the Settlement Officer had originally passed jadgment, and the Local 
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GoTeroment, wh^n rorisiog Buch procedure under section 17, should be guided 
by the same principles. 

14. At this stage, it becomes the duty of the Local Government to publish 
the lioal notification declaring the forest to be reserved. Such notification must 
specify definitely the limits of the forest aceordina to boundary marks. As this is 
intended as a safeguard against encroachments, the boundary statement should 
be sufficiently accurate to meet this purpose. A mere enumeration of adjacent 
lands does nfit fulfil the requirements oi the Act.

2. Cases arise in which it may bo desirable to publish, by means of a fresh 
government ot India notification, amended descriptions of the boundaries of 
Cirouiar No. lOF., dated Forest-reserves already notified under section 19 of the 
aoib June 1803 , Indian Forest Act or under other forest enactments. It 

has been ascertained that there is no legal objection to this course, i| the fresh 
notification merely provides for the substitution of a more exaci and definite 
description of the ooundaries for that which was originally notified, and whiob, 
thongfi purporting to describe the boundaries as they existed at the time, has 
subsequently become incorrect or proved to be open to misconstruction. The 
appended form of notification is considered suilable for such cases, and may be 
employed whenever necessary. This procedure must not bo hoW to extend to 
any such alteration of the boundaries, on the ground as would involve either the 
inclusion of new areas or tho exclusion of any lands M'hich have been declared by 
the previous notification to be resciwed forest. Such changes require cither a new 
setthenient of the additions it is proposed to make, or, in the case of disforestation, 
the previous sanction of tho Government of India.

1. The DiyitdoDal Forest Officer shall be regarded as the Assistant to the 
Bengal Oovemment letter Bistnot Officer in respect of all forest matters pertaining; 

Diyision, retaining at the same timeii# subordi- 
'temberisei. nation to the Conaerrator of Forests; all o^rations in, 

the Protected and Beserred forests shall be placed under his (the Oirisional 
Forest Officer's) control; and all correspondence on general and administrative 
eubjeots connected with forest management between him and the Conservator 
shall pass through the District Officer, who shall have power to .direct him 
to suspend action on any orders that may be passed thereon by the Conservator. 
When the District Officer directs such suspension, he shall re^iort the fact of his 
having done so to the Conservator and to the Commissioner, giving his reasons 
for the course taken by him. 

2 . For the purpose of Rule 1. the officer in charge of the Sundarbans Forest 
Division will be the Assistant in all forest matters to the Collector of Rhulna, 
who should consult the Collectors of Backergunge and the 24-Pargana8 in any 
matter which may, in the Circumstances of a particular ease, concern them. 

All orders shall be conveyed from, and references made to, the Conservator 
of Forests on the following principles :— 

(a) All correspondence on the subjects mentioned in the 'annexed 
schedule shall be carried on direct between the Conservator and 
the Divisional Forest Officer and vice versd. 

{h) All oorrespondenco on subjects not mentioned in the annexed 
schedule shall nass under flying docket, addressed from the Con¬ 
servator, through the District Officer, to the Divisional Fores* 
Officer, and vice versd. 

4. Ordinarily the District Officer, in the case of correspondence not included 
in the schedule, shall, after perusal, simply record bis signature under the ^ord 
“ forwarded " on the flying docket, lie may, however, when ho deems it neces* 
•ary, record his {remarks on any commumcalion addressed to the Conservator by 
his departmental subordinates ; and he^nay return to the Conservator for recon< 
sideratiim any instructions addressed by the latter to the Forest Divisional 
Officer, recording the grounds on which Jie solicits such reconsideratinn. 

6. In the event of the District Officer and the Conservator differing on any 
matter in connection with correspondence passing through the office of the 
former, should the differences not be removed by mutual references, the point, 
with the correspondence out of whieh it ar«se, should be submitted to the 
Commissioner, who shall endeavour to settle it with the Conservator, and, if 
unable to do so, lay it before Government for orders, informing the Conservator. 

6. The Conservator shall be the controlling authority in all matters of 
patronage in the Subordinate branches of the Forest Service and in all matteri 
of departmental discipline. 

7. The .annual plans of operations, prescribed in section 82 of the Fores* 
Department Code, shall be submitted for the Conservator's sanction on the 1st 
September in each year, through the District Officer, who will record thereon his 
approval, or disapproval (atating his reasons) of the contemplated operations. In 
the event of a ffifference of opinion between the District Officer ana the Conser* 
vator in respect of auy proposal contained in the plan, the matter must either be 
dropped or referred to the Commissioner, and dealt with as laid down in rule 6. 
After fliml approval of the annual plan of operations, no deviation therefrom, 
and nothing omitted from that plan at the time of final approval, shall be per* 
mitted without the consent oi all the parties who agreed to its provisions in the 
first instance. The responsibility for carr^rin^ out the provisions of annual plana 
of imerationB will rest entirely with the Divisional Forest Officer, 

8. The arrangements regarding the provision of funds, power of sanction, and 
the rendering of accounts, shall be those in force, or as modified from time to 
time, under the orders of Government. 
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9. The reaiioneibility of the Conservator shall remain luximpaired. He shall 
he kept reRtilarly informed of all orders issued on forest matters by District 
Officers, Commissioners, and Government; he shall he made acquainted with all 
'business which passes between District Officers and Divisional Forest Officers; 
and he shall, as a rule, be consulted on all forest matters to be submitted to 
Government. 

10. Thp District Officer shall see that the subordinate Bevenue officers of all 
, grades not only render the same assistance as heretofore in the management of 

Government waste lands, and specially in the assessment and collection of 
Government dues, but also that these officials render assistance in the manage¬ 
ment of all forestw All distinctions and praotiocs which are likely to encourage 
the impression that forest work lies outside the ordinary duties of Land Bevenue 
officials should bo gradually eliminated. The District Officer shall also authorise 
the Divisional Forest Officer to address orders to the latter officials direct in 
matters in connection with which it may be convenient that he should, in ordinary 
cases, act without the intervention of the District Officer. 

11. The Divisional Forest Officer shall, on the 1st and 16th of each month, 
draw up in his own hand a sufficiently full report or diary of all his movements 
and of all business transacted by him during the previous fortnight, and submit 
a copy of (he same to the District Officer who, after reoerding thereon any remarks 
ho may think fit, shall forward it without delay to the Conservator. 

12. (o) The offices of Divisional Forest Officers shall, so far as possible, bo 
located in or in the immediate vicinity of District Officer’s office. 

(b) Formal official correspondence between the District Officer and the 
Divisional Forest Officer concerning matters dealt with by these rules should bo 
avoided as far as possible, written communications, when necessary, being carried 
on by the transmission of original files and cases, under the same rules as apply 
to the transaction of business between a District Officer and his Eevonuo 
Assistant. 

(c) The District Officer may direct the Divisional Forest Officer to file in the 
District Eecord Office such of the Forest records as relate to forests settlements 
or revenue leases, or other matters affecting the use of forests and waste lauds by 
the surrounding population. 

18. Proposals of importance for the formation of new forests, or affecting the 
use of forests and waste lands by the suriounding population, shall, after consult, 
ing the District Officer, be addressed by the Conservator to the Commissioner for 
Bubmission to Government.

6. In regard to certain working-plan reports, submitted for im opinion under 
Inspectop-Genenii of section 88 of the Forest Department dode, I observed 
Porests’ Cironlar No. fl- that the method of $;i?lvicultural treatment proposed had 
w.p„ dated nth May 1886 . inadequately discussed and justified, aed I hare 

accordingly the honour to address you on th# subject. 

2. Section 87 of the Code is m this respect perhaps insufficiently clear. It 
rules that, in working-plan reports under “ method of treatment,” tne following 
subjects shall, as far as possible, be discussed: — 

(а) Object sought to be obtained. , 

(б) Method of treatment adopted. 

(c) The exploitable age. 

3. It is obvious that for every forest there is only one method of treatment 
which is sylviculturally the best, and which ought to bo adopted if circumstances 
so permit. But circumstances do not always permit, and in the case of our 
Indian forests, they rarely permit, tho unqualified application of the theoretically 
correct plan. Thus we may frequently be obliged to adopt, during a period of 
known duration, a preliminary courao of treatment preparatory to the application 
of the sylviculturally correct method. Or we may be forced to have recourse to 
a method which is not tho boat, but which wo are constrained (o apply daring an 
indeterminate period, in order to satisfy conditions, such as tho want of demand 
now existing and expected to obtain more or less indefinitely. 

4. 1 need not enlarge upon tho disadvantage of dealing in the working-plans 
. report with the method which it is proposed to immediately apply, but 

which may not necessarily be the best from a purely sylvicultural point of view. 
In the first place, it would in that case bo almost impossible for anybody not 
personally acquainted with the local circumstancos to understand why a method 
of treatment, which primd fade is sylviculturally superior, better suited to 
the physical conditions of tho forest, had not been adopted. Moreover, circum¬ 
stances, such as the demand for produce and the like may, and in many places 
will almost certainly, improve, and thus admit of better sylviculture. • 

6. I have therefore tjie honour to request, with roforonce to sections 84 and 
87 of tho Forest Department Code, tlmt where the treatment deemed theoreti¬ 
cally correct cannot at ])rosDnt bo apj^ied, it may none the less be briefly dis- 
oussed and clearly indicated in the plan. Any unavoidable departure from that 
method should then as far as possiji>le be explained and justified in detail. 
Lastly, the plan should review the probable results of the treatment it is proceed 
to apply, and should explain how and to what extent the improvemeM of the 
crops is provided for. In treating of the best possible sylvicultural method, the 
three subjects mentioned in paragrapR 2 abov^ may suitably be taken together 
but consecutively. In other respects, and provided the spirit of the foregoing 
instructions is observed, the arrangement prescribed by the Code may con¬ 
veniently be follof ed. 


Deviations from Working Plans, 

6. In some working^lans lately submitted to me, under section 88 of the 
Forest Department Code, 1 have noticed that orders have 
FSrtYSurNo. 18 - prescribed permitting light or short fellings when 
W.?., dated Sivli Sepfem' the demand is not equal to the possibility of the annual 

coupe, and prohibiting unworked area balances being 
brought forward for more than one year. In my opinion the principle on which 
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theae orders ^re based is frequently open to objection, especially in cases where 
tie improvement of the future forest is the main object of the plan. Where a 
certain treatment is laid down for a forest it seems inadvisable to leave a coupe 
b^f worked through and to proceed to the next which, in its turn, remains more 
or less inoompletely exploited. Such action must result in some or tdl of the 
coupes containing, at the end of the rotation, a stuck of material which should 
have beon'repioved in the interests of the forest. 

, It must of course be frequently the ease that, pending the development 
of the demand, the whole possibility of a coupe cannot be utilised, and this must 
be more particularly the case in the early years of the first rotation. But 
nevertheless I believe that the fellings should follow each other regularly j that is 
to say, that the cuttings of each sucoesaivo year should continue those ox the year 
preceding, for, it this be done, then any balance that may remain at the end of the 
rotation will be comprised in one complete block, instead of existing in patches 
scattered all over the forest. If during the course of the rotation the demand 
should bo found to increase, the existing balance can be felled and the provisions 
of the plan fully complied with ; while if, on the other hand, the demand does not 
rise sufficiently to allow the j>ossibility to be removed, then the necessary 
reduction in the size of the annual coupes will be easy to carry out at a revision 
of the plan. 

3. I consider therefore (hat each coupe should be oompletely worked over 
in accordance with the sylvicultural treatment prescribed, and that unexploited 
area balances should ho brought forward until they are completed; and I bog to 
request that this opiriion may be circulated to all Forest officers in your circle, 
and that it may be borne in mind when drawing up working.plans in future 

It is hardly necessary to add that the above remarks apply only to the felling 
prescriptions, and that the provisions of the plan relating to fire-protection, 
closure to grazing and other works of improvement, should be carried out in each 
coupe as prescribed. 


Working-plans should provide that works —

Such works might be 
allotted in the plan to particular years, the allotment to be binding on the local 
officers unless and until the Conservator had sanctioned the total or partial 
postponement of the work or other deviation, reasons for which would be 
invariably recorded in Form No. 3. As regards (c) buildings, demarcation and 
minor works of improvement, the general plan for a term o£ years might be 

S resoribedi deviations from which would require the sanction of the Local 
l^overnment. But the manner in which the details of the plan would be carried 
out from year to year within the limit laid down might be controlled solely 
by the Conservator who would record in Form N o. 8 whether suggestions made 
in the plan, under this head, for each year's working had been carried out or not, 
and if not, why not.

9. Working-plans officers should be careful to seo that errors and mistakes in 
Inapecfor-Gcneml of statistical data in working-plan reports should, as far »s 
Fmests' Circular No. fl- possible, he avoided. The Conservator of Fd?rcsts should

2. Thejterm “Improvement falling” ofeould be only used to describe an 
Government of India exploitation of major forest produce, i.e., timber or fuel 
OiiculurNOjraP.,dated ai»t which is expected to be utilized dcpartmenlally or by 
ep ombei . purchasers, and any expenditure incurred on such an 

operation should bo debited to AI, All or AVII sub-heads; and improvement 
fellings should be understood to include all preliminary fellings yielding utiliaable 
produce which are undertaken with a view to improving the condition or consti¬ 
tution of an existing crop and leading up to the introduction of a regular system of 
treatment. Thus thinnings should bo regarded as improvement fellings when they 
yield ulilizable produce. 

8. By early thinnings are meant thinnings made in young crops of which the 
produce is uot usually marketable. The cost of such early thinuings should be 
usually debited to sub-head AVIIIg. 

4. Other operations for the improvement of the growing stock Include 
weeding, cleanings, and creeper cutting which do not yield or are not exjTectod to 
yield utilizablo produce.

2. The kinds of timber which Forest Officers may collect are those described 
iu section 46. 

3. The first step to be takon is to establish depbts, at convenient places, for 
the reception of drift timber (section 45). 

4. • The next step is to notify such depots and changes in them from time to 
time (section 46). A copy of each notifioalioi^ with the proof of its publication, 
should be recorded in the office for future use in the event of litigation. 

6. All drift and stranded timber tJifiogld be collected and removed to some 
notified dcp6ts (.section 46). 

" The so-called presumptive ownership of the Government does not exist, 
save in those cases where the Goveriament collects” and performs its statutory 
duty as prescribed in the Act (Privy Council Jadgment, page 619, and of 
first paragraph). * 

6. The next slop enjoined by the Act (section 46) is the publication of 
notices of all timber collected, in the hiannor described in section 46. Printed 
forms of notice should, I think, be used, and proof of its publication, with names 
of witnesses, preserved in the office. 

7. Should any claims be preferred within the stated period of not loss than 
two months (section 46), the enquiry prescribed in scctiou 47 should be held. The 
section is clear and precise and need not be reproduced here. 

8. All unclaimed timber and all timber in respect of which any claims 
preferred have been rejected by tbe Forest Officer after due enquiry vests in 
Government, but not until the expiration of the period of notice, and of further 
three months allowed by section 47 to an unsuccessful claimant for instituting a 
suit. In the event of a suit, the timber must abide the result (section 48). 

9. A claimant whose claim is allowed is bound to pay all costs before the 
Umber is delivered to him (section 60). 

10. The rules, if any, framed by the Local Government under section 6i 
should be followed. 

If the abpve procedure is not followed, that is to say, if drift and stranded 
timber is not collected and removed to notified depbts, and if notices are not doly 
publisbed and claims invited, heard and adjudged, the Government cannot legally 
appropriate the timber to itself, unless it happens to be entitled to it by proprietary 
right like any private owner.

Forest officers should ele^ily understand that the main object of Chapter IX 
of the Act is to prevent disputes and to protect the true owner “against depreda- 
tions by persons having no title” (Privy Council Judgment, page 618, last para¬ 
graph). The object is the regulation of rights (page 615) It is only unelaimable 
or nnclcimed timber that vests in Government, though the onus of proof in all 
cases lies 6n the claimant (sections 46 and 68).

other instruments in matters connected with the 


administration nnd working of forests, and with the business of the Forest 
Department generally, may be executed by Conservators, Collectors of Districts, 
Deputy, Assistant, Extra-Deputy and Extra-Assistant Conservators of Forests,, 
to such extent and wilhin such limils as the Local Government may proscribe 
by notification in the official Gazette, the Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to- 
proscribe the following rules ; — 


1. No officer other than those of the classes mentioned in the following riilea 
shall bo empowered to enter into a contract on behalf of Government in matters 
connected with the administration and wo{)j:iDg of forests, and with the business 
of the Forest Department generally. 

2. Any Forest Officer appointed by an order in the Calcutta Gazette, to bold 
charge of a Forest Division, shall be empowered to enter into and execute 
contracts and other instruments in matters oouuooted with the administration and 
working of forests, and with the business of the Forest Department generalljr, 
within his jurisdiction, including leases of land, but not including contracts 
relating to the purchase or sale or permanent acquisition of land, provided that 
the value of the property to which the contract or instrument relates, or the 
amount of the expenditure involved, does not exceed Us. 2,0u0.

16. Read a memorandum of the Government of India, in the Home Depart- 
Bmvai Govemment Rose- nio»it, Nos. 976.979h\. dated the Slat December 1888, 
tution, Judicial, dated the and anuexure, regarding a proposal to amend section 63 
asm May 1884 . of tho Indian Forest Act, Vll of 1878, and to issue, 

pending such amendment, executive orders empowering officers in charge of 
police-stations to admit to bail persons arrested under that section. 

Bection 63 of the Inffian Forest Act. VII of 1878, empowers a Forest Officer 
or Police Officer to arrest, without orders from a Magistrate, and without a 
warrant, any person against whom a reasonable suspicion exists of his having 
been concerned in any forest offence punishable with imprisonment for one month 
or upwards. It is also enacted that every officer making an arrest under that 
section shall, without uuneoossa^ delay, take, or send the person arrested before 
the Magistrate having jurisdiction in the case. The Government of Bombay 
suggested to tho Government of India that, to remove any hardship which 
might arise from the absenoe of a Magistrate duly empowered irt that behalf, 
section 63 might bo amended so as to confer authority on a police officer, within 
whose jarlsdiction a forest offence is committed, to release, oh bail, persons who 
are arrested without a warrant under that section. The Government of India 
have agreed to amend the Act, and have suggested the issue, by the Local Gov¬ 
ernments, pending such amondmeni, of executive orders, prescribing that trhere 
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fbe Magistrate’s Coiirt is at a distance from the soene of the alleged offanoe, and 
a mUee>atatioii is within convenient access, an aoonsed person, who is ready and 
willing to give bail, should be taken for the pnrjpose to the poIiee«station, 
officer in ch<|rge of which might thereupon take action in the matter in aocoi^nce 
with the proTuions of the Cruninal Procedure Code, Chapter XXXIS. 

The MeutenanM^oremor directs the issue of the orders suggested bf the 

Government of India to the Magistrates of 
the districts named on the margin. As the 
Criminal Procedure Code has not been 
extended to the Chittagong HiU Tracts, the 
procedure laid down in Chapter XXX IX of 
the Code cannot be followed thoid in the 
matter; but the Deputy Commissioner of 
that district should act in accordance with 
the spirit »of the orders suggested by the 
Government of India.

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Jfot€ on the best methods of colleetingt drying, and mounting BotaniealnSpeoimens 
0 by the Reporter on Economio Products. 

29. The paper used by me for botanical drying purposes is the ordinary jail- 
made paper before it has been polished or sized. J believe that that paper is 

£ rocurabIe at any bdian jail. The kind used by me was obtained fsom tjho 
lahore Jail at a price of between Bs. 7 to Es. 8 per ream of 480 sheets. This 
quantity should last for a good many years, so long as the plants are not allowed to* 
remain in it till rotten. This is prevented by changing the paper every alternate 
da^, and by exposing it to the sun it is again dried. By this process the 
moisture is sucked completely out of the plants; but the. process should bo 
continued till they become quite dry and brittle, instead of being flaccid. If a 
single half-dried plant be stowed away along with others comiuetely dry, in a 
week's time the whole package will be rotten. When once completely dry, they 
will keep indefinitely. To onsiiro their not being eaten by insects, they should 
bo painted over with a saturated solution of corrosive sublimate in spirits of wiuo. 
This not only saves them from being eaten by insects, but it also prevents the 
partial re-absorption of moisture incident to a damp climate from resulting in the 
formation of destructive mould or fungus growth. 

2. As to the best process for ~ 

(a) pressing, and 
(b) mountiug. 

(a) 1 rarely use more pressure than is necessitated by tying up bundles of 
paper with plants between oatdi sheet or two. For this purpose I construct iron- 
wire frames, or simple bamboo frames like the accompanying skolcli. Between 
two iron or bamboo fi’ames (each a little larger than the paper) 1 tie, with four 

strings, a bundle of paper half 
a foot thick. When going into 
the jungles, I take ono of these 
bundles with mo. When col¬ 
lecting a plant, I cut off a J.wig 
with flower or fruit and one or 
two good leaves attached. I 
open the frame and place the 
twig, two or three sheets from 
the bottom, taking care to 
\ open out or flatten down the 

‘ specimen as well as possible 

before closing the pajffer over 
it. I turn ono leaf of tho 
specimen up, for example, to 

_ _ show the upper surface, and 

^ the other down to show the 

-— __ lower; and, placing the hand 

’ ^ ' under the next sheet or two of 

paper, I hold the plant in the 
required position as the frame is being closed. ^ But on collection I attach 
* numbered ticket at once to each specimen, giving tho date, locality, and 
native* name, together with any notes as to its being a tree, climber or herb, 
as having flowers of this colour and that shape, etc. I then close the frame and 
inarch on. This system of numbering and recording on the spot as each specimen 
is ooUeoted I accompli sb by having a pocket diary, in which 1 oi^er tlm notes, 
and to the specimens I simply assign tho continuous diary number. When X 
come to another required plant, I cut off a twig and place it as before in the 
frame, leaving two or three sheets of paper between it and the former, ana mso 
place it to left or right of tho page, as the case may be, so as to prevent the nxet 
and the second specimens pressing over each other. If this be not attended to, 
thick woody specimens will orumjSe or break delicate tlungs above or below them, 
so that they will dry in an irregular shape, instead of flat. On coming home, I 
give my prOTS to a peon and order him to change the specimens into fresh p«^r 
Mid tie them up in frames, each containing not more than 20 specimens. Thes? 
frames, two and two against each other, are exposed to the sun, and each day or 
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alternate dr T the paiwr is changed tintil th« Bpeoime&fl are quite dry. The lame 
paper after oeing dned may be used over and over again. Boards might be 
'employed instead of frames, but these do not so readily allow of the escape of 
moisture. AU the pressure that is necessary is obtained- by tying the frames 
firmly together, enough pressure to prevent the specimen curling while 
drying.' 

(1) As to mounting—a stiff paper of good quality is required, such u drawing 
' paper. The accepted size is 10^ by 17 inches. To mount the epeoimens, get a 
pot of ordinary glue, prepare a thin solution and keep hot on the fire. Blaee the 
specimen face downwards on a newspaper and paint with glue completely over 
the surface of every leaf, twig, etc. Baise it up carefully and place the glued* 
side dowoVards on the sheet of mounting paper. When thus kid out on the 
sheet of mounting paper, by means of a damp, clean cloth, press or daub down all 
over the surface and wipe off any glue that may have esoaped at the margins of 
the leaves, etc. Then place the mounted sheets each between pieces of newspaper; 
make a pile, and lay on the top a board and a weight; leave in this position for , 
a day or two to let the glue set, then remove. ^ If the ends of the mounted . 
specimens are thick, paste small bands of paper, i inch in breadth, across, in 
order to prevent them from jumping off <hc mounting sheet. To complete the 
process, paint all over the plaut with the poison solution. As this will dry in, 
there is no disadvantage* if in doing so the paper for an inch or so all round bo 
poisoned also. 

8 . It would bo a good iilan for Forest Officers to preserve in their own offices 
a duplicate of all collections made by them, and these might be mounted as above 
described. The first specimen collected should be numbered No. 1, and, if a 
dozen samples of it are collected, all should bear No. 1. Again, if its gum be 
collected, that should bear No. 1 also. Bo with regard to its fibre, its modioino, 
etc. Sometimes a plant is too large, and then suctions have to be made—one to 
represent the flower, another the fruit, and a third the leaf; but each of those 
sections should boar No. 1. In a like manner the next plant oolleotod should be 
treated, every part of it bearing No. 2. But the greatest care should be taken 
to see that the parts oollocled are parts of the same plant: all should, if possible, 
be taken off' one and the same indiiidual tree. Species are often so nearly allied 
that without special botanical knowledge they cannot be distinguished. If the 
same thing as No. 1 be collected from' methor locality, or during another season, 
give it a farther number (the next diary number); but the descri ptive note 
should say that it is suspected that it is the same as No. 1, or that it is cut isom 
the same individual tree as No. 1. 

4. Having dried thoroughly a batch of plants, taking the greatest care that 
what u only partially dry is not set aside as dry, place a specimen in one 
sheet of newspaper, with its tickets, etc., complete, and close iu the ends of the 
paper by doubling over an inch or so. This prevents Jbfae specimens from 
falling out of ^eir places. Then give a sheet or two without specimens in them. 
The next sheet with specimens; but arrange these specimens so that they will, 
if possible, cover the entire page. Were each spwimen packed in the puddle of 
the page, the bundle would become convex, and in tying it up the dry brittle 
plants would be broken. The specimens should be so distributed that the bundle 
will remain quite flat. Place on top and bottom of the bundle a thin ^ank 
or pasteboard. Tie up securely, then sew into oilcloth, or pack in a small water* 
proof box and despatch by post or train. 

6 . Should it be necessary for me to ask Forest Officers for further samples 
of any one spet^en or for any information, I shall simply quote their numbers; 
and in furnishing the report I shall say No. 1 is so and so. No. 2, and so on. It 
is, therefore, urn necessary that Forest Officers should trouble themselves as to 
the scientific names of the plants (unless they so please); but, iu giving me the 
vernacular names, it is essentially necessary that they should be printed. 
In spelling native names, the Uuntenan system ihould be followed, more especiidlj 
with the vowels. Information as to the uses of the plants would be most 
valuable, 6.g., whether they yield a gam, a dye, or a fibre; whether the leaves, 
root, etc., are used as a medicine and for what medicinal purpose: whether 
seeds afford oil, etc., etc. Should Forest Officers find the time to record and 
communioate snob information, the method adopted in preparing and utUising the 
product might be added. 
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CHAPTER H. 

BUDGET, RETURNS, ACCOUNTS AND OFFICE ROUTINE. 

BUDGET. 

Governmat of India ^0. It muBt be remomborod that for tke increasing 
Kesointion No. sKffliix.. of expenditure two conditions must be present indepei^ 
dated the sotb April 1904. dentil 

(J) The expenditure must be within the limits of the originallj sanctioned 
budget estimate, or of'some ** extra grant" sanctioned by compe¬ 
tent authority in addition to the original estimate. 

(2) The expenditure must have been sanctioned, as expenditure by 
supenor authority, unless it is within the sanctioning powers of the 
expending officer. 

Neither of those two conditions implies the other, and it is the duty of 
the expending officer to satisfy himself that both are present. 

Although it is sometimes, in occasional extraordinary circumstances, neces¬ 
sary for an expending officer to disburse money, or to engage to do so, in the 
absence of one or both of these conditions, he must remember that he is taking 
upon himself a responsibility for which he has to give a due account, and ho is 
bound at once to report his action for regularization. 


The Budget Estimates are passed and sanctioned before the commencement 
Government of India of the year to which they apply. They provide for 
Circular No. eF.. dated expenditure Within certain limits; and Local Gorern- 
the aist March 18 » 6 . monts have power, subject to well-known rules, to 

regulate their expendituif within those limits. Outside these limits no expendi¬ 
ture of any sort whatever can properly be incurred, unless a special additional 
grant to cover it has been applied for and^ sanctioned by the Government of 
India. , 

The Bevised Estimates (not Eovise^ Budget Estimates, as they are often 
improperly called) make no provisioi? for any expenditure whatever; they are 
accepted, not sanctioned, by the Government of India; and no entry in them carries 
with it any authority for expenditure any kind. They do not even provide for, 
orantborise, the expenditure of charges already entered in the Budget Estimates; 
for these latter alone possess authority. Tho Bevised Estima’tes are not Budgets 
or appropriations of money, nor do they supersede the Budget Estimafbs as the 
basis for the regulation of fxponditmre. They are estimates pure and simple, 
prepared for information, in order to indicate to Government how far tho 
expenditure already sanctioned (in the Budget Estimates and in subsequent 
additional grants, 4f any) will be worked up to. If the figures for expenditure 
in the Bevised Estimates exceed the totu of the Budget Estimates, and of 
special grants already made or applied for, they clearly must bo wrong, and will 
be corrected accordingly by tbe Government of India; for no expenditure can 
be incurred that has not been, sanctioned, and, if it had become apparent, before 
the ]^paration of the Bevised Estimates, that expenditure in excess of existing 
sanction would be necessary, additional sanction would, under standing rules, 
have been applied for at once. 

The rule is that sanction to oli expenditure in excess of Budget provision must 
be applied for m soon as it becomes apparent that such expenditure <mll he 
necessary. When, kowever, the excess expenditure under individual he^s 
is smalli it may happen that the general review of tho year’s requirements which 
is made for the purposes of tho Bevised Estimates discloses for the first time 
the yeoessity for such expenditure. When that is the case, the application for 
an additional grant must be made at once, separately, and in a cm^ete form, 
so that it may be disposed of quite apart from the Bevised Es^mates. ^ It 
has, indeed, nb oonnectW with those estimates; for the making of the applica¬ 
tion is a condition precedent to the inclusion of tbe sum applied for in tbe 
estimates; in short, the estimates depend on the grant, not the grant upon 
tike estima t^ 
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As soon, then* as it appears that expenditure in excess of Budget sanction 
will be nece sary, an application for an additional grant should be made at once. 
It must be shown— 

(1) that the expenditure is necessary and unaToidable, or at least in the 

highest degree advisable; 

(2) that it could not have been foreseen when the Budget Estimates were 

t prepared; or* if it could have been, it must be explained why the 
necessary provision was not made; 

(3) that it cannot be met by re*appropriation within the Budget grant for 

forest expenditure; 

(4) that it cannot be met ly re-appropriation from the Budget grants 

under other major beads of expenditure which ate controlled by 
the Local Government. 

In an organization such as the Forest Department, extra expenditure may 
occasionally be highly advisable, though not absolutely unavoidable. For 
instance, expenditure which produces revenue may have to be increased in the 
course of the year; and it a demand should spring up for certain forest 
produce, it must be met at once, or the revenue may be altogether lost. Bat in 
all eases the necessity for the proposed excess expenditure must bo fully explained 
and justified in detaU: mere general references to a probable increase in the 
receipts are insufficient. 


In submitting fresh proposals for expenditure it should in future be distinctly 
stated whether provision for the proposed charge has or 
Government of indta has not been made in the Budget estimate. The 
toted thraiBt March lewt’’ appropriation o! Budget grants should be in tibe annexed 

form.

tire purrosea and cannot bo used for purposes either of budget odhtrol or of 
audit. The acceptance of the Eerised Estimates does not warrant any depar<^ 
ture from the rules for controlling and limiting expenditure by budget provi¬ 
sion, ami the figures of the Eevised Estimates should not be taken as in any way 
superseding, for purposes of control of expenditure, the Budget Estimates passed 
by the OoTornment of India. • * 

The authorised grants made in the letters which convey orders on the 
Budget Est^ates and any additional grants or re-appropriations made under 
projier sanction and authority, and not the figures in the Eevised Estimates, 
should therefore always be made the basis of applications for any necessary 
additional grants. As soon as It becomes apparent that expenditure in excess 
of the budget grant will be necessary under any head and cannot be avoided, an 
application for an additional grant should be made, unless it is within dihe power 
of the Local Government to sanction the grant itself: full explanation of the 
partictilar items to which the excess is due and of the reasons for incurring the 
expenditure should be given, and specific re-appropriations of budget grants 
should be proposed, or if it is necessary to go beyond the limits of budget grants 
specific additional grants should be proposed; nor should the explanatious 
required in tliese oases refer in any way to the Bevised Estimates. It is not 
convenient that the Bevised Estimates should be in any way oonneoted with 
such applications, as their acceptance does not imply any sanction to the expendi¬ 
ture included in them. 

It is also necessary to point out that additional grants for any year cannot 
be sanctioned after the close of the year; and that proposals for such grants as 
well as for re-appropriations of existing grants shonld therefore always be sub¬ 
mitted in time to admit of orders on them being passed before the close of the 
year. Excesses of expenditure which arcs ascertained too late to admit of that 
should be dealt with as* prescribed in the above-quoted Besolutiou of 81st 
January 1895. • •

S4.1 Great difficulty is experiencq^ by Comptroller and Auditor-General in 
Comptroller ond Auditor- checking the revenue remittances with the treasury 
fteneral’H No. 1363 F., dated schedules received from Accountant-Generals and 
the 23rd July 1002 . Comptrollers owing to the last column of the consoli¬ 

dated treasury receipts, which accompany Form Wo. 31, not being properly filled 
in by some of the Divisional Forest Officers. In some cases the column is 
' loft entirely blank, while in others, the number of the items and the date of 
entry in fqrest accounts, entered therein, do not correspond with the number of 
the items or of the cholans and the dates of remittances shown in Form No. SI. 
As these particulars are required for the'agreement of the remittanoos debited 
in the forest accounts with those credited in the treasury accounts. Divisional 
Forest Officers are required to fill in the last oolunm of the consolidated treasury 
reoeipt'rogularly and correctly. ‘ 

In some Divisions a large number of items of treasury credits remain un¬ 
adjusted for a considerable length of time, although all items should be charged 
off to remittances directly they are remitted to treasury. In the case of Sub- 
divisional and Range Accounts which are closed before the expiry of the month, 
remittances made between the closing of the accounts and the last day of the 
month can always be adjusted in the next month’s accounts. 

The Divisional Forest Officers should pay special attention to the adjust¬ 
ment of r?iniitanoeB. On receipt of a consolidsled treasury receipt they should 
carefully check the entries in it with those in their accounts, and if there is any 
discrepancy, they should at once enter into correspondence with the Treasury 
Officer concerned.

2. The first coport on a forest fire need only give the locality, date of out¬ 
break, measures taken to extinguish the fire and ascertain the cause and the 
approximate date by which a full report can be expected to follow. 

3. The full report should supplement and, if necessary, revise the informa¬ 
tion given in the preliminary report. The full report need not be delayed 
pending the result of prosecutions or lengthy investigations. 

4. The ocourrenoe of a fire affecting an area of less than 10 acres need not be 
reported, unless the oceurrence is of exceptional interest, but it should of coarse 
be entered in the Divisional Register of Fires. 
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6 . The roeord should show whether the Forest is Beserred, Protected or 
Unolassed, add whether the area is “ speoially protected " or Unproteoted,” and, 
if the fire has been a serious one, should be socompanied by a map. 

fi. Forest snbordiuates who have been concerned in firinpr unintentionally, 
extingnishins; or obtaining labour to extinguish fires, should be mentioned by 
name as wpll as official designation in the report. 

7. Areasi entered in full reports shoald be expressed in acres only, omitting 
frictions. 

8 . When offenders concerned in fire cases are detected, they should ordi¬ 
narily be prosecuted. But in very exceptional circumstances it may bo desirable 
to compound such cases or let the offenders off with warninas, and in such 
circumstance^ casts nioy be bo disposed of, provided the District Officer approves 
and any compensation fixed is realized by the Divisional Officer or by a subor¬ 
dinate who IS oompetent to compound cases. As a rule, when it is not desirable 
to prosecute, warning offenders is preferable to compounding, due precaution 
being of course^ taken to make the offenders understand tliat they are being 
leniently dealt with, and the circumstances of all cases disposed of by warning 
or compounding should be reported to the Conservator.

also arranges for the colouring and mounting of maps when required All 
charges for freight and postage of parcels must be borne by applicants them¬ 
selves. Incidental charges for colouring, mounting and binding maps and for 
packflig cases are included in the bills submitted by this office. When accounts 
are settled by book-dehit, the rules as to the disposal of the duplicaAe and 
triplicate copies of the jnvoioe, printed "hereon, must be strictly adhered to 
Cash payments include payments by ^o#ey-order, remittance transfer receipts" 
and cheques (not crossed) on European banks in Calcutta. Hundis and receipts 
for payment into treasuries are not accepted, but postage labels of the value of 
half or one anna are accepted for bill^not exceeding one rupee in amount. 

All applications for printed maps on the public service should be made to the 
Officer in charge of the Map Eecord and Issue Office, 13 Wood Street Calootta 
and should give full and clear particulars as to the kind of map required and its 
scale, and any other information that will ^ide that officer in knowing exactlv 
what is required. ^ 

The mode of tpnsit and address or station to which the maps are to be sent 
should invariably be specified. All addresses should be clearly written. 

Indent forms for maps on the public service can be obtained from the Officer 
in eharge of the Map Record and Issue Office. 

Lists of all newly-published maps are periodically notified in the Gazettes oi 
India and Local Governments. 

Indents for maps must be duly approved and countersigned by the Conser¬ 
vator of Forests.

Rules for the supply ef printed forms. 

62. Printed forms will bo supplied by the Superintendent of Stationery on 
indents signed or countersigned by the officers entitled to indent direct* 

Indents are~of three kinds*— 

Eonftal Government. Clr- (a) Annual indents. 

Supplementary indents. 

(c) Emergent indents. 

Annual indents should be for a supply of all the forms “contained in the printed 
list of each department, sufficient to meet the full requirements of one year, and 
not more than one annual indent must be submitted from eachnffice for any one 
olass of forms, i^eparate indents for the same forms from the several depart¬ 
ments under one officer are expressly forbidden, but any forms which are to be 
paid for should be indented for separately. 

Supplementary and emergent indents may be due to under-estimate in tho 
annual indent, tho accidental loss of forms, tho revision of existing or the intro¬ 
duction of new forms, or to an unforeseen demand. Their submission causes 
considerable inconvenience to the Stationery Office, and every care, as far as 
possible, should bo taken, by the exercise of forethought at tho time of submission 
ot tho auuual indent, to prevent the necessity for them arising. When supple¬ 
mentary and emergent indents, however, are unavoidable, satisfactory 
explanations must be furnished of the circumstances under which they are 
required, and the supply of forms indented for should be sufficient, taken with 
any stock in hand, to last up to the end of the period iixod for the annual 
indent. 

Indents should be prepared in dnplieiite, one copy being' retained in the 
indenting office, and the other being submitted to the Superintendent of 
Stationery. Accompanying the latter copy an invoice sheet (Form No. 8, Appen¬ 
dix I), will invariably be sent, which will lie returned to the indenting officer 
with the forms, when supplied, for his signature and return again to the 
Stationery Office as bis receipt for the forms. 

Instructions for the preparation of indents are given in foot-notes on the 
forms. Where it is impossible to comply with them, explanations should be 
enter^. A correct indent can only be based on an exact knowledgo of the stock 
of forms in hand and an intelligent forecast of future requirements. Stock¬ 
taking and the custody of forms are dealt with below. The officer in immediate 
custody of the forms should be held directly responsible, under the indenting 
officer, for the careful preparation of the indents. 

The dates upon which the annual indents of different officers should reach the 
Superintendent of Stationery are given in column 4 of Appendix IIA and 
culumu 3 of Appendix IIB. The punctual submission of all indents is essential. 

Any demand for forms exceeding by more than 10 per cent, the consump¬ 
tion of the indent year last completed, must be clearly explained when the 
indent is submitted; otherwise it will be liable to curtailment, or delay may be 
caused by consequent correspondence. 

Custody op Phihtbd Fobms m IsDENTiNa opnoBs and stook-takino. 

In every indenting office on officer should be specially deputed by the head 
of the office to have the custody of all printed forms, for which he will be 
personally responsible. An officer of gazetted rank should be so employed 
when there is one. A special English-knowing ministerial officer to keep the 
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accounts of the receipt and conaumption of forms should similarly be nominated 
by the head of the office. • 

. Packages containing forma shonld be opened and examined^ aa soon after 
arrival as possible, in the presence of the officer deputed under the preceding 
rule, who will be required to certify as to the condition in which their contents 
were received, and to compare them with the invoice sheet accompanying. Any 
difforences either in kifid or quantity between tbe forms mentioneilen the invoice 
sheet and those actually received must be stated in detail below the printed foam 
of receipt, which must be signed and despatched to the Superintendent of 
Stationery immediately after the examination is completed. The nature and 
extent of any damage to the packages or their contents should be clearly stated. 

Space shonld be specially set apart for the storage of forms, #,nd on receipt 
they should be arranged in it under look and key. It is essential that the 
general office staff should not be able to have access to the forms without the 
knowledge of the officer in charge. 

Indenting officers should, by standing order, proseribe the procedure under 
which forms shall be issued from store for consumption in their offices. The 
essential conditions to be ensured are that no forms shall be issued without 
immediate entry in the accounts mentioned in the succeeding rule; that no forms 
shall be issued except under proper authority ; and that no supply of forms of 
any one kind in excess of the anticipated requirements of one* month shall be 
issued at one time. The practice of making over at one time to the department 
or clerks concerned the whole supply estimated for the consumption of the year 
is prohibited. It effectually defeats the maintenance of any efficient check over 
the consumption of forms. 

An account in English shall bo kept of all forms received and issued by 
tbe ministerial oQioor nominated under Buie 1. As all forms come into or 
leave tho store, their receipt and issue shall be promptly recorded in this account, 
and the forms of each description in hand shall be balanced at tbe end of each 
quarter. 

In addition to the entry of forma received under annual, emergent or 
supplementary indent, it is essential to record the receipt and issue of the same 
forms if obtained fnom other sources. Ij is known that forms are oct^ionally 
borrowed frim subordii^te or neighbouring offices; similarly, they are some* 
times, on emergency, printed locallg oracyolostyled. Such practices are irregular, 
and, as an alternative to tbe submission of supplementary or emergent indents, 
are absolutely forbidden. If forms are exhausted, the only coarse recognised 
is to indent upon tho Superintendent of Stationery for a fresh supply, and with 
the exercise of proper foresight it should be possible to obtain them in <iime tes 
prevent the stoppage of work. Should the alternative, however, be an interfer¬ 
ence with work, in the event of any delay in tbe submission of inaents or in 
compliance with them in the cfffice of Ihe Snperintendent of Stationery, 
exceptional measures may have to be taken. When, however, recourse is had 
to them in instances of such unusual urgency, the unauthorised supplies thus 
obtained must oe shown in red ink in the Register of Receipts and Issues; 
otherwise that. register, as a record of the consumption of forms in tbe office, 
becomes incomplete and misleading. 

Stock shall be taken of the forms in each section once a year. The 
counting of all forms shall be done by tbe clerk in charge of theBogister 
of Receipts and Issues of Forms* and the officer in charge shall check not less 
than 10 per cent, of the entries. The register shall then be corrected, to 
show the actual verified balance in hand, and the orders of the indenting 
officer taken as to any discrepancies discovered. 

In order to reduce labour and to minimise tbe TOSsibilily of mistakes, stock* 
taking should be done when stock is at its lowest, that is, for each section, in the 
course of &© month immediately preceding the receipt of the fresh supply of 
the forms of the section from the Superintendent of Stationery.

th« innual supply of the section concerned, in order that the Superintendent of 
Stationery odTay have each form printed with the other forms for the annual 
supply, tn cases where the immediate revision of an old, or the introduction of 
a hew, form is found necessary, the revising officer should obtain a specific order 
of Government to the effect that the revision or introduction cannot be postponed 
till the tuual time for printing for that particular section. Where no such 
order is obtained, the Sujierintendent of Stationery will not treat the order as 
U^rgent, but will comply with it when the next supply of forms is issued. 

Hasty and unnecessary revision of standing forms should be avoided. 
The revising authority must in all oases pass orders for the disposal of the 
stock in hand of the old form which has been rendered useless by tbe intro¬ 
duction of tbp new. 

Samples of newly-authorized forms are to bo forwarded by heads of 
departments to the Superintendent of Stationery with an order for printing and 
an estimate of the probable consumption of one year. Such working samples 
shnnld reach tbe Superintendent of Stationery before the dates on which the 
submission- to him of the annual indents is due, so as to allow ample time for the 
printing of the stock required. 

ROLBS FOB DBALING WITH InDBUTS FOB PRINTED FORMS IN THE OFFICE OF THE SUPERIN¬ 
TENDENT OP StaTIONEBY and IN THE PbESS. 

Ho forms other than the sanctioned standard forms are to be supplied with¬ 
out the order of the Government or the Chief Controlling Authority. 

Non-standard forms are special forms (not included in the standard lists) 
required by the heads of departments generally for their own offices. These 
are not kept in the reserve stock of the Stationery Office, but are printed accord¬ 
ing to the authorized samples furnished in each case by the indenting officers 
with their indents. The annual iudents for such forms are dealt with in the 
Stationery Office in the order of dates. 

Desultory or emergent indents for the immediate supply of non-standard 
forms must not be submitted, except under very special circumstances, when a 
month’s time will be allowed to oompljr with an indent. , 

The ouperintendent of Stationery, in communication jwith the heads of central 
offices, is to determine the qualities and svfos, of paper required for the several 
kinds of forms. 

Officers are to be reminded when indents are due, and in case of failure 
to submit them in proper time should be reported to superior anthority. The 
(requirements of officers whose indents have not been received are to be provided 
for in the annual consolidated indent on the Press on the basis of the indents 
received frbm them in the previous year.

Dealing of officere voitk Prete. 

66. Some misconception appearing to exist with respect to the power which 
< officers of both serrices hare over the documents and 

Government* of India papers which come into their ‘ possession officially, the 

uoTeroor-General in Council deems it expedient to 
notify that such documents and papers are in no oase to 
be made public, or Iheir contents communicated to indiyiduals, without the 
previous consent of the Government to which alone they belong. 

The officer in possession of such documents and papers can onl^ legiti¬ 
mately use them for the furtherance of the public service in the discharge 
of his official duty, and it is to be understood that the same rule which 
applies to documents and papers applies to information of which officers may 
become possessed officially. 

The GoTemor-General does not think it necessary to issue my general 
order entirely prohibiting the disclosure, without special 
authority, of any information received officially. In such 
matters much must necessarily be left to the discretion 
and intelligence of officers holding places of trust, and in 
or less important. Bnt His Excellency would impress 
serious responsibility involved in the exercise of the 
discretion. Whenever there is any room for donbt as to the right course to 
pursue, the orders of superior authority should be obtained before information 
regarding _ the public affairs is communicated to any oue not officially entitled 
to receive it. 

(a) No officer of Government, not specially authorised in that behalf, is bt 
liberty to communicate to the Press, either directly or 
indirectly, information of which he may become possessed 
in the course of his official duty. A similar professional 
reticence should be exercised by all officers of Govern¬ 
ment \~i their private and unoffioiaV intercourse with non-official ][>erBous, and 
even with officers of Government belonging to othei departments. His Excel¬ 
lency the Viceroy and Governor-Generafi dais not for a moment intend to debar 
officers of Government in private life from the same freedom in the discussion 
of public events which is enjoyed by nil Her Majesty’s subjects; but when an 
officer has in the course of his duty become possessed of special information not 
yet made public, he should always oe strictly on his guard against the temptation 
of divulging it, even to other servants of Government, when these are not 
officially entitled to bis confidence. Irresponsible persons hearing facts of 
interest mentioned without reserve in the course of general conversation can 
searocly be expected to refrain from repeating them to others, and thus giving 
them a premature and too often a garbled currency. t 

(5) His Excellency the Viceroy and Governor-General feels sure that ho 
has only to invite the attention of the officers of Government to the importance 
of this matter to secure their earnest co-operation in putting a stop to such 
casual and unpremeditated breaches of official confidence. Officers of Govern¬ 
ment are bound to bo as reserved in respect of all matters that may come within 
their cognizance during the discharge of tneir public duties as lawyers, bankers, 
or other professional men in regard to the affairs of their clients. 

(f) For the due communication to the Press of such information as may 
unobjoctiouably be given to ir, departmental arrangements must be made uuder 
proper authority- 

(a) No officer in the service of Government is permitted, without the previous 
sanction in writing of tne Government under which he 
No Ailted'^sth imroedialeljr serves, to become the proprietor, either in 

July 1875 . ’ whole or in part, of any newspa{x«r or perioffieal 

publication, or to edit or manage any RQoh newspaper or 
pubneatmn. Sum sanction will only be given in the oase of newspapers or 
publications mainly devoted to the discussion of topics not of a political character, 
such, for instance, as art, science or literature. Ine sanction will be liable to be 
withdrawn at the discretion of the Government.

(6) Officers in the service of Ooverumont are not prohibited from oontribnting 
to the pablic Press; bat their position makes it ineaxnbent opon thim to conhoa 
themselves within the limits of temperate and reasonable discnssion, and they Sf* 
pTohibiled from making public, without the previous sanction of Qovernment, any 
docnments, papers, or information of which they may become possessed in their 
official capacity. These rules have been hitherto in most oases honourably 
observed. In case of departure from them, or if the G-overnment should consider 
the oonoeotioD of any officer with the Press to be contrary to the public intereatJt 
his liberty to oontribute will be withdrawn. 

(c) The Oovemment of India will decide in case of doubt whether any engage* 
ments of officers with the Press are consistent with the discharge of their duties 
to the Government.

important civil fnnetions are expected to bring to notice 
anything injurious to tbe public iuterest in the operation 
of any law or system after commanioating with the 
officers of the department concerned. 

A member ot the Government service is not at liberty to make an attack upon 
wbat he knows or believes to be the policy or procedure 
deliberately approved by the Government. It is no 
^ justification of such attack that he is actuated by con- 
soientious motives or has a strong couviction of the 
correctness of his own judgment. It is impropm* for any officer to conT-ey to the 
public, whether in writing, or in a speech, or otherwise, any opinion npon matters 
of Government policy which are, or are likely to become, the subject of public 
discussion. It is, of course, inevitable that cases must from time to time occur 
in which tbe decisions of Government do not commend themselves to the 
officers who may hare to carry them out. On auoh occasions the officers in 
question, after making proper representations to their official superiors, have only 
two courses open lo them, namely, either to acquiesce loyally and silently in the 
decision of the responsible authorities, or to resign their positions in the service. 


Political dealings of Officers. 

67. The Government of India have laid dfown that “ servants of GoveAment 
have not the s a me libert}’ of action as private individuals, and are bound to 
hold themselves aloof from many mfivements which are perfeotly legitiumte, 
and which private persons are free to promote;’' and have directed the obser* 
vance of the following roles as to th| attitude which should be maintained by 
officers in the service of Government towards political or juast'political move¬ 
ments with which they may bo brought in contact 

(a) As a general rule, no officer of Gove|nmeat should attend at apolitical 

meeting where the fact of his presence is likely to be miscon¬ 
strued, or to impair his usefulness as an official, 

(b) No office of Government may take part in the proceedings of a 

political meeting, or in organizing or promoting a political meet¬ 
ing or agitation. 

(c) If in any case an officer is in doubt whether any action which he 

proposes to take would contravene these orders, tbe matter should 
DO referred to the Head of the Department or district and, if 
necessary, to the Loc'il Government or Administration. 


Complimentary addresses. 

68. Save as in these rules otherwise provided, all servants of Govemiuent, 
eovenanted or uncovenanted, are forbidden to receive 
Goverament oi omuplimentary or valedictory addresses in any form, or 

Nos. 738-09, dated «th May accept testimonials of any kind, or to attend public 

meetings or complimentary entertaiameuts of a formal 
and public eharaeker beld in their honour. 

2. Tbe Government views with disfavour all similar manifestotions in the 
ease of retired officers, when following immediately upon their retirement from 
a^va service, and designed as an ai^nowledgment of acts done by them while 
in &e tevvioe of'Government. 
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5. It is rot: iotendeJ io probibit such bu expressioo of regard for the private 
or official character of an omoer retiring from aervioe, or leaving his station or 
district, as is involved in a farewell entertainment supported by hia personal 
friends, even though some of these may be his official subordinates. But it is 
expected that the proceedings on such occasions will be substantially of a private 
and infoitaal character. 

4. Local Governments and Administrations are anfhorised to forward to an 
Officer who has left a station or district the resolution of any local public body 
recording a vote of thanks to him for help and advice afforded during his official 
connection with the station or district. 

« • • • • 

6. Nothing in the above rules is meant to prohibit compliance with the 
request of a public body that a Government officer should sit for his portrait, 
bust or statue in recognition of his pnblio services: provided that the portrait, 
bust or statue is not intended for presentation to the officer concerned. 

7. The participation of Government officers in the raising of funds for the 
foundation of scholarships, or for procuring a portrait, bust or statute, as a 
spontaneous recognition of the services of a Government officer is not forbidden ; 
but it should be olearly understood that any solicitation on the part of officers of 
Government for subscriptions from any person who does not voluntarily come 
forward to contribute is disapproved by the Government of India. 

8. The previous sanction of the Government of India must be obtained to 
the relaxation of these rules in any special case in which the Local Government 
or Administration may think this desirable. 


Vindication of official conduct, 

69. In a general order of the Government of India, in the Foreign Depart¬ 
ment, dated ISili March 1847, it was laid down that a Government officer is at 
liberty, if his public conduct in the transaction of his official duties is impugned, 
“ to seek redress through the usual official channel by any appeal to the Govern¬ 
ment ne serves, and that the Gi)i^ernmeut so appealed \o will afford him every 
opportunity of vindicating his character^’’ As the prabtioe in this respect is not 
uniform in all Provinces, the Govemor-tieneral in Council deems it desirable 
to prescribe the following procedure which should be generally observed iu 
future 

(i) (a) Without obtaining the anthorisation of the Government to which 
r he is immediately subordinate, no officer of Government is per¬ 
mitted to have recourse to the Courts for the vindication of his 
public acts or of his charaoter as a public functionary from 
defamatory attacks. In giving authority to institute proceedings, 
the Local Government concerned will decide whether the cir¬ 
cumstances of the case are such that the Government should bear 
the costs of the proceedings, civil or criminal, or leave the officer 
to institute the prosecution or suit at his own expense; and in 
the latter case it will also determine, in the event of the matter 
being decided by the Courts in the officer's favour, whether he 
should be recouped by Government the whole or any part of the 
costs of the action.

70. (a) All Covenanted Civil Servants, Statutory Civilians, Cncovcnanted 
Officers who hold gazetted appointments iwid Military 
Officers in Civil employ are prohibited, under pain of 
Hwhtsss. ’ ^ dismissal, from taking loans from, or otherwise placinu; 

themselves under pecuniary obligations to, persons 
subject to the official authority or influence of such Government officers, .or resid¬ 
ing, possessing property, or carrying on business within the local limits for 
which such Government officers are appointed. 

{b) This prohibition does not extend to transactions in the ordinary course 
of business with Joint-Stock Banks and British firms. 

(c) Any such officer, as is referred to in rule («,) who is appointed or 
transferred to a post in which he will be in a position 
to exercise official influence or authority over any person 
to whom he is under any pecuniary obligation, or to a 
post with local jarisdiolion within the limits of which 
any person to whom he is under any pecuniary obligation resides, possesses 
property or carries on business, shall be bound to declare, withont delay, the 
ciroumstances to the officer to whom he is immediately subordinate for report 
to the Gorernment, and failing to do so shall be subject to the same penalty 
as if the obligation were incurred after bis appointment or transfer.

he may be immediately subordinate, and that authority will use its 
discrenon in allowing the transaction, or in reporting the circum¬ 
stance to the Local Government for further orders. 

(c) Whenever a wblio servant, on quitting his station or district, wishes to 

dispose olFliis furniture, household goods, live-stock, etc., he is at 
full liberty to do so. either by cirematmg lists of such property 
amongst the oommanity generally, or by having the same put up 
to public auction, without reference to any authority whatever. 
All ahat is necessary is that the transaction should be open and 
patent to everybody on the spot. 

(d) Buie (a) is to be considered appUoable to purohaiwB equally with sales. 

The above rules are not applicable to iond)!de transactions with regular 

dealers.

Receipt of presents. 

75. The prohibition of the receipt of presents from Native Chiefs and others. 

Government of India extend to the receipt of a few flowers or fruits, 

Circular No. 12990., dated and articles of inappreciable value, although even such ' 
20th June 1876. trifling presents should be discouraged. 

The general prohibition extends to all servants of G-overnment, Native or 
European, covenanted or uncovenauted, in whatsoever department they may be 
serving. 

Where presents cannot absolutely be refused without giving offence, they 
must be delivered up to Government, and to this rule no exception whatsoever 
is permissible save with the express sanction of His Excellency the Governor- 
General in Council, which will only be given under very special circumstances.

profits of cultivation, officers of every rank and class 
in the publio service are expected to abstain from 
any investment (though of itself unobjectionable)

In the matter of taking part in the management of a 
company, it has been decid^§ that the prohibition was 
not intended to apply to the mrticipation of G-overnment 
officers in the direction of those oommnies only which 
are designed to develop the resources ot the countiy, but 
also to preclude such officers from taking part in the 
direction of such institntions as banks.jl (a) It has also 
been held that the prohibition against officers taking 
part in the management of a company applies^ to public 
servants on leave equally with those in active service, 
but that it does not extend** to officers who, with the 
conaeut of the Government of India, take service under 
Bailway Companies working under concession from 
Government, nor does it apply to the managementtf of 
associations which are established bond fide for the pur¬ 
pose of mutual supply, and not ot trade and trade profit 
(provided in this latter case that the interests of Govern¬ 
ment do not suff'-r by the double employment of the 
officer ooncerned). Although the prohibition against 
taking part in the "management” of a company cannot, 
taken literally, be held to debar an officer from taking 
part as a promoter, or as one of the applicants for regis¬ 
tration in the Memorandum of Association, the Governor- 
General in Council has held t^at the danger against 
which the pfohibition was airajd, namely, that of official 
influence beinj^. abused or official trust betrayed, is, 
under such circunastancos, not much less than if the 


officer took part in the management after the company 
has been started. Government servants ^re therefore distinctly forbidden to 
take any part in the promotion or registration of companies. 


Speculations generally. 

7d. It is a standing order that servants of Government are required to 
abstain from speculative investments; but no literal definition ^has been laid down 
as to the stage at which, or the circumstances under which, the holding of 
land or other valuable property becomes speculative. It is obviously 
speculative to secure a grant of land supposed to be auriferous with the object

Indehtedne$s of Subordinates. 

77. The Government of India have decided that it should be obligatory 

on native public servants to disclose to Government 
Bengal Government (heif ijidfbtedness to individuals resident in districts 
NoVeniber 1896 . which they may be under orders of transfer. Al¬ 

though section 6 of Bengal Begulation VII of 1828, which 
contains directions in the matter, is only applicable to convenanted servants of 
Government, the principle is one which should, in the opinion of the Supreme

“■We have no hesitation in giv ng it as our decision ihnt such a declaration 
of insolvency as is involved in a rceort to the Insolvent Debtor’s Court for relief 
is quite inronipatible with the maintenance of that high character for indepen¬ 
dence which we fegard as essential in fliose filling offices of trust and authority 

in our service. Wo direct, therefore, (hat, in the event 
of any one of our Civil Servants at any time availing 
himself of the means afforded by the Court to obtain 
relief from his liabilities, he be suspended from public 
employment, and his case forthwith reported to us for 
final orders. These views are of general application.

Authoritjf of Commissioner as regards conduct of officers, 

78A. There are many cases in which the authority of the Commissioner may 
be usefully exercised.

(i) Cases qf personal mtscoedHof.—This may be illustrated by reference 
to drinking or gambling whereby a man may be ruining bimself, proving a 
4 source of annoyance and offence to his brother officers and others, ana impur- 
ing his efficienoy as a public servant, It may be also illustrated by graver oases 
of immorality, contrary to the recognised interests of the Service, and eonsti- 
toting a publio scandal. 
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(S) CaatB of undesirable relations between offioera.^—These xnaj bo illustrated 
by quarrels ^hat lead to friotion, discourteous action, and disregard of the 
interests of other Departments. The duty of oo>operation and friendliness 
between olBoers should be insisted on. 

(5) Cases of improper treatment of the |)eojpie.—This may be illustrated by 
the disoou^tesy shown habitually, though often thoughtlessly, by some officers 
towards Indian gentlemen visiting them, and harsn, panssionate, and ungentle* 
n^nly treatment of subordinates and others. It may also be illustrated hy the 
pernicious habit a few officers have of constantly borrowing carriagea, horses, 
etc., belonging to wealthy Indians with whom they have official deuings. The 
very oocasionm borrowing of such articles temporarily and on an emergency is 
reasonable.^ Dut habitually to be under obligation of this hind bo as practically 
to appropriate**another’s property is unseemly-

June 1894, the Government of India enquired what rule 
was observed with regard to giving Government officers 
necessary information as to dismissals of public servants ; 
whether any difference was made between oases where 
re-employment is prohibited and where it is not; and 
whether in any ease of dismissal, in which it is decided to issue a public notidca- 
tion, the cause which led to the dismissal is specified. Thu replies received to 
the letter of 2lRt June show that an uniform practice is not observed in the 
different Provinces in dealing with this matter. The Governor-G-eneral in 
Council accordingly deems it desirable to state the general principles which 
should be observed in disposing of such oases. 

2. In the first place. His Excellency in Council desires to direct attention to 
the distinction that exists between the removal or discharge, and the dismissal, 
of a public servant. Eemoval from office for such a cause as unfitness for the 
duties of the office need not usually entail any further consequences. It ought 
u ot to bar re-appointment to another office, for the duties of which the person 
ma^ bes suited, and it should not h? accompanied by any subsidiary orders 
which would operate as auch a bar or otherwise prejudice the person in question. 
Bemoval should be the penalty in all casts where it is not thought necessary to 
bar future re-emplejment under Government. 

8 . In cases of dismissal, on the other hand, the effect of the order should be 
to preclude the dismissed officer from being fe-emplojed. Ordinary oases of the 
'dismissal of non-gazetted officers need not be notified in the Government Gazette. 
As a precaution against the inadvertent re-employment of men who may have been 
dismissed, it would be suffioient to r,ple that officers should ascertain whether an 
applicant for a post has been in Government' service before, and should refer to 
his previous employer if the circumstanoes connected with his discharge are not 
clear. The applicant should be required to produce a copy of Vis character book 
or other record of service, and a person who suecoeds in obtaining employment 
by the concealment of his antecedents would obviously merit dismissal on the 
true facts being discovered. The sanction of the Local Government or Adminis¬ 
tration should always be required to the re-employment of persons dismissed. 

4. The dismissal of publio servants should, the Governor-General in Council 
eonsidera, be notified in the G-aeette only in the following oases, via., (1) when 
it is. necessary to notify the public of the removal from servioe of an officer, 
whether because his appointment was previously gazetted or from any other 
cause, and (2) when it is specially desired to exclude from re-employment in the 
service of Government a public servant who has been dismissed for a heinoua 
offence, such as fraud or falsification of accounts. 

6 . The reason for the dismissal of a public officer should not be stated in the 
notification regarding bis dismissal, even in cases in which a conviction has been 
obtained in a Criminal Court. It will be sufficient to announce in the ease of 
any person whose dismissal will be notified in acoordanoe with th8 principle laid 
down in paragraph 4 of ibis circular, that the Goremment has dispensed witti 
his services, except in those oases in whioh the oause of dismissal eonstitutes a 
disqualification under the terms of the law regulating the tenure of a particular 
appointment, and it is for this reason necessary to oouifie with the announoetnent 
01 the dismissal a statement of the grounds upon which it has been ordered. 
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6 . The GoTernment of ladU leave it to the Local GoTemments to xoake snoh 
arraDfi;e)ueots aa they think neoeRgary for securing that officers aerTiiig under 
them are informed what Oovemment servants, other than those whose dismissals 
bare been gazetted, have been dismissed. There is not before the Governzdbnt 
of India sufficient evidence to show that it is necessary to communioate such 
information between Provinees, if the precautions above mentioned are taken by 
officers when making appointments to vacant posts. • * 


Punishment and Dismissed of Government Servants, * 

80. No order shall be passed inflicting upon any servant of Government the 
punishment of dismissal or removal, or in the case of 
latteT^o. s768%S“9"h servants of Government drawing more than Bs. 10 a 
July im. month, of reduction to a lower grade of pa^ without the 

preliminary of a departmental eiu^uiry. 

2. The record of such derartmental enquiry will consist of a proceeding in 
the form noted below and shall include— 


(a) the framing of specific charges in writing against the Government servant 
concerned, of which he shall be furnished with a copy and which he 
shall be o^led on to explain; 

(t) the record of a memorandum of the evidence of the witnesses examined 
(if any). Such examination should, if there be no special reason to 
the contrary, be conducted in the presence of the accused, who should 
be given an opportunity of questioning the witnesses. Except under 
very special circumstances, no pleader or agent should be allowed to 
ajipear either on behalf of Government or the accused, either before 
the officer who conducts the enquiry or any officer to whom appeal 
may be made; 

(c) a reasonable opportunity to the accused of adducing his defence, which 
shall be reduced to writing, also the record of a memorandum of the 
evidence of any witnesses adduced by the accused in so far as their 
evidence may be relevant to the charge against him ; 

(cf ) a recital of the accused’s previous character as recorded in his service • 
book or office records ; ^ 

(e) a clear and definite finding upon Ach of the charges originally framed 

against the accused ; • • 

(f) a clear and definite finding aa to the punishment to be inflicted. 


3 . When the orders for punishjpent are passed by an authority other than the 
person conducting the enquiry into the conduct of the Governmeut officer coq* 
cerned, it will be sufficient if the authority passing orders of punishment definite- 
ly records his agreement or disagreement with the person by whonz the enquiry 

was conducted. • * , ^ ,

Petitions or appeals. 

81. From time to lime petitions or appeals against the orders of local offloers, 
removing or dismissing Government servants, reaoh the 
Government oi India Government of India. Such appeals ordinarily are for- 
warded through, or are reported upon by. the local 
^ ’ Governments. And the Govemor-General in Council 

is glad to say that he very rarely indeed sees ground for thinking such removals 
hasty or unjust. The general rule of the service is that the authority who can 
appoint to a particular office has power to dismiss or remove from that office; 
and an appeal lies from an order of dismissal to the official superior of the officer 
who passes such order. Since the date of the order passed by the Court of 
Directors in 1851, no general instrnctions on the subject of dismissing public 
servants have been circulated by the Government of India. Local Governments 
have from time to time issued such orders ; and copy of a recent circiUar of the 
North-Western Provinces Government on the subject is appended to this fiescdu- 
tion. His Extellency the Govemor-Generd in Council believes that the 
lotbeai^anoe and consideration enjoined by the Honourable Court are usually 
exercised by public officers of all grades and departments; but at the same 
time he deems it advisable to republish those instraoiioss with the* following 
xematliB j— 

In order that a dismissed servant of Government may be able to exercise 
hia right of appeal, it is obviously necessary that the charge against him, his 
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defence, end the order thereon, should be reduced to writing. And this oonrse, 
80 far as the 6fovernor>General in Council is aware, is usuallj taken. In the 
ease of public servants who are dismissed in consequence of tacts or mferences 
elibited at a judicial trial, or in the case of persons who abscond with an accusa¬ 
tion over their heads, this procedure may be unnecessary or impossible. But in 
all other cases of the dismissal of public servants, the charge against a public 
servant slibuld be reduced to writing, his defence shouM bo either taken in, or 
reduced to, writing, and the decision on such defence should also be in writing. 
In many oases (such, for instance, as that of a clerk at au outlying tahsil station) 
the officer who passes the order of dismissal may not be able to make the enquiry 
himself, and the proceedings leading to dismissal would bo condueled by the 
superior officer on the spot. The record of such charge, defence and decision 
would then fu'tnish sufficient information for, and should be submitted to, the 
superior officer or the Government to whom the dismissed servant may prefer 
ai) appeal.

Seduction of Establishment. 

In the case of reduction of any establishment no Government servant 
should be discharged until the reduction has been finally 
determined on and has been actually ordered by Govern¬ 
ment. The fact that prospective changes are under con¬ 
sideration and likely to be adopted which will involve 
a reduction of establishment should not be used to 
justify the removal of an officer from his appointment. .

Cit>U Suita and proaecutiona affainst Oovemment Ojfflcera* 

SAB. When a prosecution against an officer of G-ovemment is instituted by a 

E nblio servant, the officer charged will be left to defend 
imself, but Government will defray his reasonable coats 
in the event of his being acquitted and it being shown 
that his conduct throughout had been free from all blame. 
If, tbongh acquitted of the offence charged, his conduct should appear not to be 
free from blame, he will receive any suoh portion, if any, of the cost incurred by 
him as may seem fitting to the Government. 

, 3. In the ease of a civil suit or a criminal prosecution instituted by a privato 
person against a public servant for acts done in the discharge of his public duty, 
the following course will be followed :•-* 

Under the provisions of section 434 of the C(^e of Civil Procedure, no 
such civil suit can be iustituted until the expiration of two months 
after delivery of the notice under that section. On receipt of such 
notice the public servant concerned will at once report to his 
superior officer all the oiroumstauoes necessary to the forming of 
an opinion on the case. The superior officer receiving such report 
will, without delay, after making any enquiry that mav be tq^oessa^, 
report all the facts of the case, with his recommendation, for the 
orders of Government, through the usual official channel. Govern* „ 
ment will pass orders, after consulting the Legal Bemembranoet, 
if necessary. • • 

Section 197 of the*Oriminal Frocgdure Code lays down a special proce¬ 
dure in regard to orfininal prosecutions against certain classes of 
officers. In those cases there would always be ample time to obtain 
the orders of Governn^ent as to undertaking the defence of the 
officers, and this shoula be done. In the case of criminal prose* 
cutions against other classes of public servants, it may ordinarily 
be impossible to obtain the orders of Government * before 
commencement of thy proceedings before the Court, aud, when 
this is so, it must rest with the local officers to decide whether the 
defq^ce should be undertaken by the Government or not. When¬ 
ever it is probable, however, that the orders of the Government 
can be obtained in time, a full report should be at once sabinitted 
through the usual official channel. If snob orders are received 
before the commencement of the proceedings, they will be acted 
on : if not, the local officers should themselves decide upon the 
conrse to bo taken. 

3. Where no appearance is entered on behalf of Government and the suit 
is dismissed or the accused discharged or acquitted, the case will be dealt with 
as is provided under Rule 1, allowance being made for the expenses (if any) 
real Izable under the order of Court. 

4 . It is to be distiuotly understood that charges, the payment of which may 
bo applied for under these rules, must be moderate, and that the Government 
does not bind itself to unnecessary expenses which the officer concerned 
may choose to incur. In petty oases an appearance in person will be often 
quite suffimen^and where thiB is so, the employment of a pleader is superfiaons. 
In the same way requests for the payment of Counsel will be entertained only 
under very exceptional oircumstanees.

86. The following are the rules sanctioned under Article 76 (tit) of the Forest 
Bengal GoTemment Noti- Department Code for the grant of rewards to officers of 
fioatiOT No. 26SA., dated the Forest Department ot the rank of Extra Assistant 
38 th January 1904.

the Lieute'nart'G-overuor of Beneal, for passing, with the permission of the Local 
Qoverument previously obtained under Article 74 of the Code, examinations in 
optional languages, as defined in the last-named article. 

1. For the purposes of these rules, optional languages include— 

(а) The languages of frontier tribes, a list of which is given in the 

margin of paragraph below. 

(б) Uriya. 

2. The examination in languages of frontier tribes will be conducted in 
accordance with the rules for the encouragement of the study of frontier' 
languages noted above. Subject to the limitations laid down a reward of 
Bs. 1,000 will be granted to any officer, to whom the present rules apply, who 
passes in any such language according to the tests prescribed. 

8. The examination m Uriya will be conducted in accordance with the 
Buies for the Examination of Civil officers. Subject to the limitation laid down 
in those Buies the rewards specified below will be granted to any officer, to whom 
the present rules apply, ^ho passes in that language according to the teats 
prescribed 

(i) Bupees 250 for passing by the Lower Standard of Departmental 
Examination. 

(n) Bupees 600 for passing by tbo Higher Standard of Departmental 
Examination, provided that if the prescribed reward of Bs. 260 
has already been drawn by an officer under danse (i) of this 
• role, an additional sum of Bs. 260 only shall be payable when 

the Higher Standard is passed b 7 the same officer.

The examination shall be conducted by a local committee to be specially 
appointed by Oovemment on each occasion. 

The tests which a candidate for the above reward must undergo are as 
follow 

(а) He must be able to converse freely with the people of the tribe in 

whose vernacular he may wish to qualify to understand and to 
make himself understood % them. 

(б) He mast write down in the English, or the Bengali, or Hindi charao* 

ter sentences spoken in the tribal language by one of the tribe, or 
a oonversation held between two of them, and must explain it 
oorreotly in English. 

(r) He must without assistanoe translate from Enjilish or his mother- 
tongue into the taribal language (writing it in either the English, 
or Bengali, or Hindi character) sentences not of a more diffioult 
nature than those described in clause (6). The translation must 
be substantially correct and intelligible when read to n natira in 
whose language it might be written. 





UNIFORM RULES. 
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Rules for the Wearing of Uniform by Subordinate WoreshOffieers. 

[ipproved in Government Order No. SSlBFor.. dated SOUt July ISSQ.] * 

86. All natire sabordinates, except those beloogiog to office establisbmeais, 
vhall wear the unifori^of their rank when on duty. * 

8. The following is a description of the uniform to be worn by forest rangers, 
foresters, and forest guards* 

(a) Forest Rang&rs .—Bound black cap with silver braid with a raised worked crown of red 
silk thread and two small gold thread letters " F. I).*' underneath in a double wreath of loaves; 
tunio of strong khaki drill with silver thread round the collar and an Austrian knot of silver 
thread on each arm ; trousers of same material as coat bolt of a‘* Sam Brow%*' pattern, with 
small silver plate and ornamental khukri. 

{Jb) Foresters.-^Cuy of black cloth with white worsted thread with a raised worked crown 
of dark green silk thread and two small silver thread letters “ F. D.” underneath in a do\kbte 
wreath of leaves ; tunic of strong khaki drill with white worsted thread round the collar ; a 
white worsted Austrian knot on each cuff ; trousers of same material as coat; -waist-belt of 
brown leather with silver-plated clasps with the letter F ” in the middle, and a khukri. 

Deputy Bsugers will wear this uniform but with letters *’ U.B." on clasp of belts. 

(«) Forest Ouards.—Pagri of green cloth with rod edgings ; tunio of khaki drili with green 
worst^ thread round the collar, and a green worsted Austrian knot on each cuff ; paijama of 
khaki drill; waist-bolt of brotvn leather with a khukri. 

In the case ol Forest Guards employed In the Ohota Nagpur Division, the hkulwa or 
hatchet, of a shape peculiar to the place, to be substituted for a khukri.

3. All the belts and arms will be charged to Goveniment. and Government 

will also pay for the pagris of forest giurds. These latter should last for two 
years. • 

4. Sealed standard patterns will be issned to Divisional Forest Officers by 
the Conservator, and they will be held responsible that their subordinates are 
neatly and uniformly dressed. 

5. A clothing account will be established for the suppW of those articles o^ 
uniform the cost of which does not fall on Government. The amount required 
for the purchase of material will be advanced by Government. The cost of all 
clothing supplied to subordinates will be repaid within six months from the date * 
of supply, and a rate of monthly dednotion from their pay for this purchase will 
be fixed at the time the uniEorm is supplied. The repayments will commence 
from the month in which the clothing is supplied. The accounts will be kept by 
divisions concerned. 

6. In the event of any subordinate quitting the service, bis uniform and 

accoutrements will be retained by the department. The former will be disposed 
of by the department so as to prevent false personation, and the latter returned 
into the store Joiare*isstto to future incumbents. *

87. The following roles relating to the taking of seoorii^ from ofSoem of the 
Sohordina/'e Forest Serrioe, that is to saj. Bangers, Foresters, Qoards, and other 
sohordinates/ clerks and peons, are prescribed in soperseWon of preyions orders 
oL the subject. They apply to all officers, whether holding permanent or officiat¬ 
ing appointments s — 

1. BTery officer through whose hands public money passes is to furnish 
security. Tne scale at wbion security is to be taken from head clerks of Forest 
Divisions, Fa'est Bangers, and Foresters is given below 

Head clerks of Forest Divisions, not less than Bs. fiOO ordinarily, and 
Bs. 1,900 in special cases, with the approval of the Conservator. 

Forest Bangers, Bs. 1,000, and, when in charge of revenue stations, Bs. 2,000. 

Foresters, Bs. 500, and, when in charge of revenue stations, Bs. 1,000: 
Provided that this rule does not apply to forest guards or office peons whose case 
is covered by the next following rule. 

2. Forest guards and office peons must either furnish a cash security of Bs. 60 
in a single payment, or by monthly deduction from pay of not less than one rupee, 
till the above amount has been completed, or they must give a security bond, 
executed by some person of known respectability and solvencyi for tbeir good 
and honest conduct, m the following form• 

*'I know A B to be an honest man, and I agree to forfeit Hs. 50, if called 
upon to do so, should he be proved to have embezzled Goverumeut money up to 
that amount." 

8. All officers who have to furnish securily in excess of Bs. 500 shall give it 
in the form of Government promissory notes, or in cash. If it is given in cash, 
the sum will be invested in as many Government promissory notes as it will 

S urchase, the balance, it any, being placed in the oavings Bank as a soourity 
eposit (Government Order No. 406J, dated 27tb October 1896). 

4. < Officers who have to give seoarity of Bs. 600 and nlader shall give it in the 
form of Post Office Savings Bank deposits. * 

6 . If an officer is unable to furnish*'thd full amount of security due from 
him in a single payment, he may, at file discrelion of the Conservator, be 
permitted to pay it by monthly instalments of not less than oue»fourth of his pay. 

, 6. House property may in no case be a*ocepted as security. 

7. No officer appointed after the date of these rules to any post requiring 
security rill be permitted to furnish it in the form of landed property. 

8. Officers who already give security in landed property will be required to 
set apart 25 per cent, of their salaries in order to provide seoority in-the form of 

{ iromiasory notes or Savings Bank deposits. The securit]^ given by them in 
anded property will remain in force until the requisite amount has been made 
up by deductions from their pay. 

9. The form of security bond annexed to these rules is prescribed for 
treasurers. This form is also to be taken as a model in other oases in which 
‘ security is required from officers having charge of public money. In such oases 
the nature of the office may be such as to* call for modification in the working 
of the form, bnt it is important that there should be as little difference as possible 
in the nature of the obligation of the signatories to the bond, and the interest of 
Goverament must, in every instance, be fully secured. 

10. Promissory notes and Savings Bank deposits lodged as security shall not 
be returned until after six months from the date of vacation of the office, but 
security bonds should be retained permanently, or until it is certain that there is 
necessity for keeping them longer. 

11. Public securities lodged with Government officers as a guarantee for the 
doe performance.of official duties are to be endorsed over 0,^0 remittcMi to the 
Comptroller-General as laid down iu the Besolution of the Government of India, 
Department of Finance and Commerce. No. 276, dated SOth April 1880. 

12. Security bonds given on plain paper by ministerial officers are exempted 
from payment of registration fees,

Information for guidance of o^eere trantferred to Foreign Service out of 

India. 

104. An officer transferred to Foreign Service out of India and permitted by 
Government of Bengal competent authority to retain bis claim to pension or 
Cironiar No. lop., dated absentee allowances must immediately, on receiving 
nth April 1908. order of transfer, famish a copy thereof to the 

Comptroller, India Treasuries, Calcutta, together with his postal address out of 
India—Articles 771 and 773, Civil Service Begulations. 

2. The Comptroller, India Treasuries, on receipt of a copy of the order 
sanctioning the transfer, will call for certain particulars of transfer (which should 
be promptly furnished to him) and will communicate to the officer the rate of 
contribution for pension and leave allowances payable by him. 

3. The officer must, not later than 16 days after the end of the quarter for 
which salary in Foreign Service is earned, remit direct to the Comptroller, India 
Treasuries, the amount myable by him oii*account of contribution in rolpoct of 
bis salary for the qnarmr, the remit^noe to be advised in such form as the 
Comptroller, India Treasuries, may Vequire-—Article 776, Civil Service Begula* 
tions. 

4. If the officer fails to make the.^emittance within the said period of 15 days, 
or if the amount remitted is less than that properly payable, interest at the rate, 
of 4i pies a day per Us. 100 will be levied upon the amount due from the date of 
expiry of the 16 days until the date of receipt of the remittance by the Comp* 
troller, India Treasuries—'Article 776, Civil Sdrvioe Begulations. ^ 

6. The officer transferred shall receive only the remuneration agreed upon 
or sanctioned by the Local Government or the Government cf India as the case 
may be. He may not claim or receive any pay or allowance (with the exception 
of travelling allowanoes) from his Foreign employer in excess of the sanctioned 
rates without the .permission of the Local Government or the Government of 
India as the case may be—Article 763 (iv), Civil Service Kegnlations. ^ 

6. The Government cannot recognise any leave grants, otherwise than in 
accordance with the Civil Service Begulations, to an officer on Foreign Serviee out 
of India who is permitted to contribute for leave or pension or for pension only. 11^ 
such leave is granted to an officer, the Comptroller, India Treasuries, shall, on the 
fact coming to bis notice, require the leave so granted to be commuted to the 
leave for which tlie officer is eligible under rule, and call upon him to refund 
any allowance drawn by him in excess of the amount admissible.

106. The following rules have been framed by the Lieutenant-Governor for 
the guidance of officers of Government and of Government 
iett^*No. SMg\?"dat“d Pleaders in regard to the prosecution of criminal charges 
17th Jennaiy 1894, and No. before any Court, and for the payment of fees to Govern- 
am dated aeth December ment Pleaders for conducting such eases on behalf of 

Government. 

1 . The Government Pleader is bound to advise the head of any Government 
office on any legal matters affecting the interests of Government in connection 
with the department which such officer represents without the payment of a fee, 
such service being covered by his general retainer. 

2 . The Government Pleader is bound to advise a Government officer con¬ 
sulting him on behalf of a Municipality, District or Local Board Committee, 
Port Trust, or of any public body, over whose proceedings such Government 
officer is legally vested with TOwers of supervision or control, on payment of a 
reasonable fee for his opinion. The amount of such fee shall be noted on the 
reference, and, if offered to and refused by the Government Pleader, shall he 
fixed by the Legal Bemembranoer on reference to him by the officer who makes 
the tender. 

3. When a Government Pleader conducts a _ case in Court, he is ordinarily, 
that is, subject to any special order of the Superintendent and Bemembrancer of 
Legal Affairs, entitled to Bs. 16 a day in cases before Magistrates and in 
Sessions oases. In appeals he is ordinarily entitled to Bs. 16 if the appeal 
tidces up the whole or greater part of the day, and to a proportionately smaller 
sum if ijt takes up half a ^y or less. ^In the 2^ParganaB,>y a special order of 
Government, the Government Pleader is allowed Bs. 82 a day. 

4 . In all cases of criminal prosecutitunsi brought against public officers for 
acts arising out of the performance of their public duties, Government Pleaders 
are bound to defend them, subject to the conditions laid down jn the circular of 
Government, No. 38, dated the 7th July 187f, and are entitled to fees. 

* 6. The following is the pr ocedure to bo followed when prosecutions are 

instituted ^y public officers. Where the charge is of a cognizable offence, the 
prosecution will ordinarily be conducted by the police. Where the charge is of 
an offence which is non-cognisable, or, though cognizable, calls for sp^ial 
avrangements, the officer who prefers the complaint should refer for instr action a 
to the Magistrate of the district, who may, if he thinks fit, efther instruct the 
officer himself to prosecute, or, if the case is of a complicated and difficult nature, 
rendering, in his opinion,'the employment of the Government Pleader or of some 
legal practitioner necessary for a proper prosecution, may direct the Government 
Pleader to prosecute or report, for the sanction of the Legal Bemembrancer, what 
other arrangements he has to propose. The Government leaves it to the Legal 
Bemembranoer to see that the tendency to anneoessarily employ Government 
^Pleaders is kept in check. 

6 . Government Pleaders should never be deputed to the mnfasaal without 
the previous sanction of the Legal Bemembrancer. who will, if he oonsiders it 
neoesaa^, refer any case for the orders of Government.

9. The Magistrate, as the head executive authority in 
the district, is the representative of Government, and has 
the first call on the Government Pleader's professional 
services, both in the Original and Appellate Court. The 
Government Pleader cannot therefore scoept a brief for the defence, or for an 
appellant, or for an applicant, for revision in a criminal case, except with the 
Magistrate’s permission in writing previously obtained. 

10. In serious or important cases the question whether Government should 
be represented or not should not depend on whether a pleader or counsel is 
employed on the other side, but should be decided by the Legal Bemembranoer 
on the merits of the case itself. In cases which might take more of the Deputy 
Legal Bemembranoer’s time than he can afford to give with regard to his other 
duties, the Legal Bemembrancer should exercise the authority vested in him of 
employing counsel to appear for Government. It will also be open to (he Magis¬ 
trate to apply, through the Legal Bemembrancer, for the sanction of Government 
to the employment of counsel in mnfassal oases. In cases, however, where there 
is no time to refer the matter to Government for sanction, the Legal Bemem- 
brancer's sanction will be sufficient.

He will on no account 
examine or countersign a certificate for a person attached to another district, 
except under the circumstances described in rule 4. 

8. All officers of Government, whether gazetted or non>gazetted, who are 
deeirons of obtaiping medical certificates recommending leave, extension of 
leave, or retirement, mast, if employed in Calcutta, apply to the medicil officer 
to whom the department in which they are employed is allotted. If they are 
employed in the mufassal, they must apply to the Civil Surgeon or the Civil 
Medical Officer of the district in which they are employed, and to him only. 

4. Officers on leave either in Calcutta or the mufassal who, while at a 
station other than that from which they went on leave, are desirous of obtaining 
an extension of leave on medical certificate, must, if in Caloutta, apply to the 
3fedical Officer to whom the department in which they are employed or the 
department of the Secretariat to which they are immediately subordinate is 
allotted, and if in the mufassal, to the Civil Surgeon or Civil Medical 
Officer of the district, In every such case it will be the duty of the Medical 
Officer, before he grants a certificate, to ascertain particulars regarding the 
applicant’s previous medical history, and the fact that this has been done shall be 
mentioned in the medical certificate. 

6. Selected candidates for employment in Government service will be 
examined only on the requisition of the Head of the Department for which they 
have been selected. In Calcutta, simh requisitions must be addressed to the 
Medicaf Officer to whom the department has been allottud, and to no other officer, 
and in the mufassal to the Civil Surgeon t r Civil Medical Officer of the district in 
which they are to serve. 

6. Medical certificates granted to selected candidates for employment in 

Government service will ordinarily he in Foru I, but certificates in Form II will 
rbe given when specially required by the Head of the Department. Those 
granted to officers in the service of Government, whether gazetted or nou-gazetted, 
will be in Vorm III, which is prescribed in article 893 of the Civil Service

7. In every case, if the opinion of the medical officer is unfavourable to 
the applicant, an appeal will lie to the Medical Board, and the decision of the 
Board shall be final. 

The Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to direct that these mles shall also 
apply to the establishments under the Government of India in Calcutta, and tlmt 
^e orders distributing the establishments of the Governments of India and of 
Bengal, for the purpose of the grant of medical certificates, will not affect the 
right of any officer under either Government, resident in Calcutta, who is 
outitled to the attendance of a Presidency Surgeon, to call in for the purpose of 
treatment any one of them^ whom he chooses except in eases in which spechd 
orders have been laid down limiting this right.

111. All applioantB for aemoe ponsioiis, with the ezoeption of tboie hereio* 
OoTemment of Indie Mo. mentioned in lule 10, shall, at the time of preparation 
esBtP., dmtad 1 st October of their applications for pensiOD, make, before the head 
of the office, in the first page of their application for 
pension in the space prorided therein for the purpose, afi impression of the hall 
o^the thumb of the left band. 

An impression similar to that mentioned in rule 1 shall at the same time 
be taken on a slip of paper and shall be attached to the application for pension. 

These impressions will be sent, together with the pension papers, to the 
officer reporting on the claim to pension and be forwarded by him to the authority 
who has to sanction the pension. They will thereafter bo forwarded by the 
sanotioning authority to the officer who audits payments of the pension. 

The impression given on the application for pension will serve in the 
auditing office as a permanent record of the impression, while that given on the 
separate slip will b8 pasted on the Bisbarsicg Officer's half of the Permanent 
Pay Order. 

On the first appearance of a pensioner on or after April Ist of each year, 
the Disbursing Officer will, except in the cases of peusiouers mentioned in rule 
10, take an impression of the thumb of the pensioner's left band on his pension 
bill, and besides identifying the pensioner from the other particulars given in 
the Disbursing Officer's half of the Permanent Pay Order or in the Audit Regis¬ 
ter (as the case may be), identify him from a comparison of the impression given 
on the hill with that pasted on the Permanent Pay Order or in the Audit Begis- 
ter, and in case of difference in the two impressions will refer the matter to tlie 
officer before whom the impression pasted in the Permanent Order or in the 
Audit Begister had been made. 

Except r^ative Princes, European ladies, -persons who have been gazetted 
officers and those specially exempted by Government (these exceptions being 
made on the ground that there can be no difficulty in future identification), all 
pensioners shall be liable to the operation of these rules. 

' Pardah ladies and illiterate -pensioners shkll give ^ thumb-impression 
on theirohills before the person grrfnting the life certificate, or, in the case of 
illiterate pensioners who personally attenf) the paying office, before the Dis¬ 
bursing Officer. 

On the renewing of a Permanent Pay Order, the original impression 
shall be cut off from the old and atiaohed to tbe new ei^er. 

, Impressions shall be taken in tbe following manner 

A small quantity of ordinary printer's ink (which will be supplied by the 
Superiutendant of Stationery, Calcutta) mixed with a very small quantity of 
sweet-oil, should be well rubbed With an ](ndia-rubber roller on a tin slab 
until a very thin even layei^is formed. The ball of the thumb of the leh hand 
of the pensioner, after being wiped, should be laid on the inked ‘slab and rolled 
from side to side (not rubb^) until sufficiently inked (this can be learnt from 
experience) and then lightly and oaref ally rolled on the paper on whioh the 
print is to be taken in such a way that the pattern of the whole of the ball of 
the thumb from sido to side is clearly impressed on it. It must be specially 
botne in mind that any side movement, either at the time of applying or remov* 
ing the thumb, will cause a smudge and spoil the impression. 

f In the case of pensioners now on the pension list. Disbursing Officers 
will, on the next occasion on whioh each pension is paid and after carefnl iden¬ 
tification of the pensioner, take his or her impression on the Permanent Pay 
Order or Audit Begister. 

A thumb-impression should also be taken in the service-books of persons 
in aervioe in the space for “ Distinctive Marks." In all oases when an officer 
is sent for medical examination, the examining Medical Officer or Board should 
be asked to obtain the thumb-impression of the candidate for appointment, leave 
or pension on the medical certificate. This last impression should afterwards 
be verified with that in the Service-book by the head of the office.

See Appendix B. pose 83, oent. on tbe number of permanent employes, that per- f 
Bowd’s Bnlei. oentage being calculated on the total of the ministerial 

establishment, and not tpi the strength of each department of the offioai 

(2) Candidates for any vacancy in the list of apprentices must fulfil 
the following conditions: — • 

(а) They must have passed the Entrance Examination, or must possess 

a certificate of English edaeation to as high a standard as can 
be obtained under lo^ conditions. 

(б) They must bo under 25 years of age. * 

(c) They must produce a eertificate of good moral character from the 

school in which they have last been educated, or from some respect* 
able house-holder to whom they are well known in private life, 
and who is himself known to a responsible officer of Government, 
the last fact being certified by the countersignature of the officer in 
question. 

(d) They must produce a certificate from a Government medical officer 

to the effect that they are in good health and of sound constitution. 

(H) It no candidates are available with the qualifications prescribed in 
rule 2 (a) above, an examination of candidates shall be held after due notice, 
whenever it becomes necessary to admit new apprentices into an office. 

This examination shall be in English composition to test (a) the handwriting 
of tbe candidate, (A) bis knowledge of English, and (c) any evidence of genera 
ability. It shall be held by the head of the office, or by any subordinate gazetted 
officer to whom he may delegate tljp duty. 

(4) Tbe candidates selected by the result of the examination must produce 
satisfactory evidence of age, moral character and health, as prescribed in rule 
2 (6), (c) and (d), and must also state their relationship, if any, to any of the amla 
in any of the offices in tbe district. Any incorrect statement will fender them * 
liable to summary distnissal. Selationship^to amla already in the office sdoes not 
disqualify a candidate, bAt there must l(| no concealment of the truth. 

(6) In January of each year the nst of working apprentices shall be examined, 
and if any have been five years in the office, and it is not intended to give them 
permanent employment carrying ggy, they shall be removed. If they hare 
held acting appointments and given satisfaction, but have not secured permanent^ 
appointments, they may be allowed a year's grace to obtain a permanent appoint¬ 
ment, and if they fail, will then be removed. • 

(6) Apprentices on the list will have tite first claim to officiating vacancies 
in the district to which they are atta*bhed, but for permanent vacancies the head 
of the office has the power of introducing outsiders who satisfy these rules. 

(7) N o pay shall be given to apprentices. 

(8) An apprentice shall be liable to summary removal for incompetency or 
misconduct without the formal proceedings requisite in the tsase of officers 
holding paid appointments. 

(8) Apprentioes in subdivisioual and other offices in the interior of a distrilt 
shall be appointed from the head-quarters of the district, and no apprentice in 
such an office shall be permitted to act in a paid appointment without thq 
sanction of the authorities at the head-quarters of the district. 

(10) Am apprentice shall be liable to serve in any department of the office ia 
which his services may be required.

, IIS. When the price oE the common staple food-grain of the district is dearer 
Government of India than Be. 1 for 10 seors, all whole-time serrants of 
No. s7£., dated otb Jauu< Government on civil establishments whose pay does not 
ary 1800 . ^ exceed Bs. 16 per mensem, or in the case of men required 

to keep a hotse or camel, Bs. 25 mr mensem, may receive an extra allowance not 
exceeding Be. 1-8 per mensem. If the pay of the otBcer is less than Bs. 6 per 
mensem, the extra allowance may be increased at the discretion of the sanction¬ 
ing authority, so as to bring up the aggregate pay and allowance to an amonnt 
not exceeding Bs. 6-8 per mensem. 

When such grain is not dearer than Be. 1 for 10 seers, but is dearer than 
Be. 1 for 12 seers, the said servants may receive an extra allowance not exceed¬ 
ing Be. 1 per mensem. If the pay of the officer is less than Bs. 6 per mensem, 
the extra allowance may be increased, at the discretion of the sanctioning: 
anthority, so as to bring op the aggregate pay and allowance to an amount not 
exceeding Bs. 6 per mensem. 

The allowance is admissible to men who are officiating or in temporary em¬ 
ployment, provided that they are drawing rates of salary which have been fixed 
with reference to normal oircumstqnees, but the allowance is not admissible to 
men absent on leave, nor to part-time seirants who are only engaged by Govern¬ 
ment for specific duties which do not prevent their earning money in other 
ways. 
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
